Viva-TV on IBC-13 Edit 

Viva TV as a block timer on IBC from 1999 to 2003. This includes dramas series, showbiz- 
oriented shows, music videos, animated series, comedy, game shows and sports shows 
including Philippine Basketball Association. 

In 2001, Viva-TV begin to produce local version of game shows The Weakest Link (hosted 

by Edu Manzano) and Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? (hosted by Christopher De Leon) which 
airs on IBC. The two top networks of ABS-CBN, GMA Network and ABC were forced to include 
franchised game shows to their programming lineup within Philippine networks. The network 
has popularly in 2001 when it aired the Mexicansoap opera as telenovela like Carita de 

Angel, Siempre Te Amare and Maria del Cielo on daytime and Por Un Beso on primetime airs 
on IBC after the success of telenovelas are two top networks GMA Network and ABS-CBN in 
their programming lineup. 

Also, Viva-TV introduced popular anime series like Akazukin Cha Cha (the voice of Antoinette 
Taus as Cha Cha), Crayon Shin Chan (the voice of Andrew E. as Shin Chan) and Cyborg 
Kurochan (the voice of Ogie Alcasid as Kurochan) which is dubbed in Filipino by the famous TV 
stars airs on the evening slot. 

In March 2002, it begin to the local version of talent search show Siar for a Night on IBC. The 
weekly program hosted by Regine Velasquez showcased the best among the young Filipino 
singing talents dressed up in a professional setting. This highly rated show led to the discovery 
of Sarah Geronimo and Mark Bautista, who are now established recording artists and TV/movie 
stars. 

In June 5, 2011, the joint venture of block timer on IBC-13 and Viva Entertainment partnership 
contract announced to buy Channel 13 was relaunched with the newest channel Viva-TV as the 
country's premiere entertainment channel via free-to-air TV network IBC-13 had its major 
reformat begin its competition TV ratings with giant networks ABS-CBN annd GMA Network. 
The present arrangement calls for IBC to control the non-primetime hours, while Viva TV takes 
hold of the primetime hours.

2012. Viva-TV on IBCmanages to keep up with the network battle despite the dominance of 
giant networks GMA-7 and ABS-CBN. Viva-TVis offering a wide variety of entertainment 
shows. Under the new management of IBC chairman Orly Mercado. 

Viva TV, the entertainment network of Vic del Rosario's Viva Entertainment group, lit the fire 
when it aired "Fighting Family" and the localized, licensed version of "Jr. NBA" debuted on 
higher-rating IBC-13 during primetime. Hosted by newest Viva actor Dingdong Avanzado, from 
front-runners ABS-CBN and GMA-7. Viva-TV on IBC 13 recently became more aggressive 
after surging ahead in the ratings with Saturday night game shows like "Fighting Family," "Jr.

Viva-TV on IBC's TV ratings nationwide 


IBC-13 become the country’s top network in Philippine television is now No.4 with Viva-TV, the 
largest number one entertainment channel of Vic del Rosario's Viva group and the network has 
still sequestered recently with improve the signal of the channel and upgrade network facilities 
nationwide and the new TV ratings, for the high note as it continues to lead have helped 
national TV ratings in February 2012 with 30 percent behind topnotchers against TV5's 45 
percent, GMA’s 34 percent and ABS-CBN's 32 percent in total day shares and the station is still 
for privatization, boost Channel 13's high ratings from cellar dweller to No. 4 lead has grown 
wider quarter-on-quarter with competitor to major networks TV5's 45 percent, ABS-CBN’s 36 
percent and GMA’s 35 percent in the first quarter for the giant networks have put up similar 
shows to counter the rise of the rating charts, and Viva-TV on IBC pulling away with 30 percent 
along with TV5,s 45 percent ABS-CBN's with 37 percent and GMA's 32 percent by the second 
quarter, especially on primetime when most Filipinos TV and where advertisers invest most of 
their TV ad placements for more airtime on Channel 13. Viva-TV on IBC-13 is the network 
claims it is No. 4 TV network nationwide, which recently obtained a legislative franchise to 
operate commercial radio and television stations with provincial and cable affiliates, for 

an AMR of 9.7 and a 27.4% audience share, beating the big three of GMA-7 (24.8%), ABS- 
CBN (19.5%) andViva-TV on IBC-13 (17.9%) in Megamanila. 

Viva-TV on IBC-13, the network dominates the homes of Filipinos in Luzon, the Visayas and 
Mindanao in the viewer-rich primetime block (5 p.m. to 11 p.m.), where advertisers invest 45 
percent of their TV ad spending, with a national audience share of 30 percent or 13 points 
higher than the 44 percent share of TV5 is No.1, 29-percent share of GMA Network is No.2 and 
35 percent share of ABS-CBN is No.3. The upgrade included new transmission systems, 
among others, as well as the rehabilitation of IBC-13's assets. 


By privatizing these and other state-run firms in Aquino Administration, Noynoy Aquino hopes 
to raise the badly needed funds to run his government, which faces a projected P70- 

billion deficit this year that will be privatized by Malacanang in a bid to boost the country's 
coffers, continued its nationwide leadership by having the most number ofPhilippine TV 
households watching its shows on primetime (5PM to 12 MN) with an average audience share 
of 23% with TV5's 42%, GMA's 29% and ABS-CBN's 25%, based on data from the global 
industry-trusted audience research group Kantar Media. 


The network’s primetime music videos “OPM TV,” which Filipinos followed music videos of Viva 
artist through the months despite its airing, topped the list of most-watched music programs for 
March with scored an average national TV rating of 10.6 percent agsinst with TV5's “Metro 
Aksyon" (14.2 percent), GMA's “Alice Bungisngis and Her Wonder Walis” (12.1 percent) 
and ABS-CBN's “Maria La De Barrio” (11.8 percent). 

“Y2K: Yes to Kids,” currently the top running weekly children's program, captivated audiences 
with its children education with 10.5 percent in the ratings game. This was followed by weekend 
top-rater TV sitcom for health “Hapi Kung Healthy” with 10.2 percent. 

Viva-TV continued to dominate TV ratings with teleserye “May Bukas Pa” leading the pack 
scored basic top spot with an average national TV rating total viewers of 13.1 percent against 
the news programs TV5's “Aksyon” (20.7 percent), GMA's “24 Oras” (17.7 percent) and ABS- 
CBN's “TV Patrol” (15.8 percent). 

“IBC Express Balita,” on the other hand, is the flagship number one afternoon newscast in the 
country with an average household TV rating of 10.7 percent or nine points against with TV5's 
“Popstar TV” (28.7 percent) GMA's “Broken Vow” (15.7 percent) and ABS-CBN's “Pinoy Big 
Brother UnliDay” (11.1 percent) according to TV ratings provider Nielsen Media Research. 
“Ronda Trese,” the undisputed number one late-night news program with an average 
household TV rating of 10.1 percent or nine points higher than TV5's “Pilipinas News” (13.4 
percent), GMA's “Saksi” (12.5 percent) and ABS-CBN's “Bandilla” (10.9 percent) according to 
TV ratings provider Nielsen Media Research. 

“DMZ-TV,” remained as the most-watched TV variety show for teenagers with an average 
national TV rating of total viewers 10.1 percent on Tuesdays and on Sundays for 10.2 percent 
higher than TV5's “Wow Samurai!” (12.9 percent), GMA's “Party Pilipinas” (11.5 percent) 

and ABS-CBN's “ASAP 2012" (10.6 percent). 

“PBA (Philippine Basketball Association),” the country's premiere basketball league is set to 
soar to new heights ranks among an average of 10.2 percent audience share for TV viewership 
ratings average on the primetime slot, according to the TV survey of AGB Philippines, besting 
primetime shows from the giant networks TV5, GMA-7 andABS-CBN. 

Out of the top 15 currently running programs, Viva-TV on IBC-13 took 11 spots and secured the 
top eight slots. These are “OPM TV” (10.6 percent), “Hapi Kung Healthy” (10.2 percent), “IBC 
Express Balita” (10.7 percent), “May Bukas Pa” (13.1 percent), “Ronda Trese” (10.1 percent), 
“DMZ-TV" (10.2 percent), “Last Fool Show" (14.1 percent), “Linawin Natin” (23 percent), 
“Makabayang Duktor” (12 percent) and “Good Take” (23 percent). Joining them in top 15 are 
“Cooltura” (30 percent), “Fil-Chi” (20 percent), “PBA” (10.2 percent), and “Pop Girls” (13.8 
percent). 

Meanwhile, IBC-13 continues its leadership among all dance FM radio stations 

with DZMZ or iDMZ 89.1 registering a 30.5% audience share against with TV5's 106.7 Energy 
FM with only 32.1%, GMA's Barangay LS with only 21.5% and ABS-CBN's Tambayan 

101.9 with only 20.1% in Janaury 2012, according to Nielsen Media Research data for Mega 


Manila. Based on Kantar Media's data, IBC-13 garnered an average audience share of 25.3% 
in total day with rival TV5 placing first with 34.1% share, GMA Network placing second with 
33.6% share and ABS-CBN placing third with 30.9% share.. 

Viva-TV on IBC-13 shifted to Kantar Media/TNS after filing a case against AGB Nielsen 
Media Research for failing to comply with its request to investigate alleged cheating and data 
tampering in TV ratings. The case is still pending in court, contrary to claims 

by TV5, GMA and ABS-CBN, which is not a party to the case, that it has been resolved. 


Kantar: IBC-13 and Viva-TV leads national TV 
ratings in March! 


IBC-13 and Viva-TV led all TV networks in terms of viewership as measured by national TV 
ratings last March and continued to dominate primetime television across the country by 
wrestling leadership in Mega and Metro Manila from its rival. Data from the industry-trusted 
multinational audience research group Kantar Media, which has national samples of 1,300 
homes and 7,300 individuals that are statistically representative of total Philippine TV 
population, show that Viva-TV and IBC-13 obtained an average audience share of 25% 
nationwide for total day viewership, which was higher than TV5's 36%, GMA's 34% and ABS- 
CBN's 30%. The first involves 50 hours of airtime on Channel 13and the second involves 12 
additional hours on weekends, including five hours prime time, plus all the breakspots during 
primetime. Recently, the station persuaded Viva-TV to return all the two-minute breakspots 
during primetime as well as the 11 to 11:30 p.m. slot and even waive the Domsat charges the 
station is supposed to pay. Kantar Media also reported that more Filipinos nationwide 

watch Viva-TV on IBC-13 during primetime (5 pm to 11 pm) as seen in Viva-TV on IBC's 
primetime audience share of 33%, which increased from previous month's 25.4%. This 
represents a 14-point lead over TV5's primetime audience share of 45%, GMA's primetime 
audience share of 29% and ABS-CBN's primetime audience share of 25%. 

Viva-TV on IBC-13 took the lead in its rivals' claimed bailiwicks of Mega and Metro Manila on 
the important primetime block when viewing levels peak and when advertisers place more of 
their TV ads to reach more viewers. Viva-TV andIBC-13 averaged 28% in audience share 
with TV5's 3676, GMA's 34% and ABS-CBN's 30% in Mega Manila, for anAMR (avenge per 
minute rating) of 10.7 and a 25.196 audience share, beating the big three of GMA- 

7 (24%), ABS-CBN (20%) and IBC-13 (19%) in Megamanila. 

IBC-13 and Viva-TV also won in other territories on total day and earned an average audience 
share of 25% withTV5's 39%, GMA’s 35% and ABS-CBN 30% in Balance Luzon (areas in 
Luzon outside Mega Manila); 30% vs 22% in Visayas; and 46% vs 12% in Mindanao. 


Kantar Media’s report showed that ten IBC and twenty Viva-TV programs figured in the top ten 
most watched programs, while a blocktimer that produces a program aired on TV5, GMA 
Network and ABS-CBN landed on the 15th spot. 

Among all primetime programs, May Bukas Pa continues to be the most watched show in the 
country with soared high in TV ratings and the led the pack nationwide for an average national 
TV rating of 29% against with Aksyon(20.2%), 24 Oras (18.9%) and TV Patrol (17.9%), “Viva 
Proudly Presents” with 20.1%, and the Monday night teen drama anthology “Dear Heart” 
(24.8%) . 

The Main Event (Viva Sports) is still the number one weekend program with an average 
national TV rating of 22% and “Stop, Talk and Listen” (21.4%), while “IBC Express Balita” 
remains to be the number one with an average national TV rating of 17.6%. When it comes to 
educational program, “Cooltura” is still the undisputed leader with 12.1%. VIva-TV's teen 
variety show Pop Girls made a strong debut as it instantly ranked 5th in the top ten with 13.4%. 
IBC-13's late afternoon block (3PM to 5 PM) is gaining ground and increased from an average 
national audience share of 25.1% in January 2012 to 30% in March 2012. 

IBC-13's DZMZ 89.1 or iDMZ 891 topped all the upscale FM radio stations last February in 
Mega Manila with a 33.2% audience share, higher by 12.4 points higher than TV5's 106.7 
Energy FM with 35.9%, GMA's Barangay LS with 25.5% and ABS-CBN's Tambayan 

101.9 with 23.1%, according to the Nielsen Mega Manila RAM data. IBC-13 andViva- 

TV shifted to Kantar Media/TNS after filing a case vs. AGB Nielsen Media Research for failing 
to comply with its request to investigate alleged cheating and data tampering in TV ratings. The 
case is still pending in court contrary to claims by TV5, GMA and ABS-CBN, which is not a 
party to the case, that it has been resolved.

(news) and Weng Legaspi is the make-up artist while Chito Cabantuando director of the 
newscasts." 

If 
Mercado help himself sometimes and broadcast, how can Jarius Bondoc of Linawin Natin, with 
a straight face?

Kapinoy Edit 

In the middle of a spiel (on IBC-13's plan to build a High-Definition studio), the AVP conked out 
momentarily, to make sequestered IBC-13, a major player owned by the Benedicto family 
dominated by ABS-CBN, owned by the Lopez family, and GMA Network, owned by the Gozun, 
Duavit and Jimenez families when Viva Entertainment, which is now used a blocktimer (it 
bought almost all the airtime slots of IBC news programs Express Balita and Ronda Trese), 
already owns 80 percent of the IBC. It appears that IBC Board of Directors management gave 
the company’s unsubscribed shares to Viva as payment for IBC’s cash advances from Viva will 
control 100 percent of the station’s airtime with new IBC charaters are mascots Mr. Pinoy, Ms. 
TV, RadioGirl, NewspaperBoy, Barney, Baby Bop and BJ. 

In any case, IBC-13 has a new tag, Kapinoy, because, its drumbeaters say, the revitalized 
network offers a haven (and lots of jobs) to erstwhile Kapuso (GMA 7) and Kapamilya (ABS- 
CBN) talents as well as Kapatid (TV5). Viva-TV put up its own talent management arm to the 
increasing need to develop its roster of actors and singers to feature in the station's various 
programs on IBC became more aggressive in its programming and relaunched a host of new 
shows to compete with the programs of the two major networks, both started to limit the talent 
fees they allowed to cross over said IBC Board of Directors. 

The new IBC-13 is expected to target the burgeoning middle-to the massive market. ABS- 
CBN and GMA focus on income markets, which lap up local comedies, variety shows and 
asianovelas. IBC-13 may win auds with station-produced shows, more Viva-TV programs, a mix 
of foreign cartoons, Tagalog-dubebd anime and asianovelas. 


More exciting Edit 

“We hope to make our shows more exciting and more aggressive. We want to change the 
current TV landscape,” he said. IBC-13 is now a strong number 3 in the raising fresh capital to 
better compete with giants ABS-CBN Broadcasting Corp. and GMA Network Inc. 


But the list of new Viva-TV programs on IBC consist mostly of tried-and-tested fareor 
regurgitated formats (notably, the Sunday noontime show SM Little Stars and Cristine 

Reyes' Esperanza). lf GMA-7 and ABS-CBN is the major TV networks in the country and also 
following the TV5, more aggressive by Mr. Rosario to becoming the major TV networks IBC-13. 
Chairman and CEO Vic Del Rosario earlier announced that the company would spend a total of 
P8 billion this year. Part of this will be for the acquisition of state-of-the-art network equipment 
and new facilities. Rosario added that the company is also focusing on improving the quality of 
its TV signal across the nation, which is seen as key in improving its ratings. Today, he said the 
quality of IBC's signal on the No. 3 terrestrial network is already better than its bigger 

rivals ABS-CBN and GMA in the Mega Manila area, where more than half of TV viewers in the 
country live. The additional P6 billion will go mainly to improve on the broadcasters network. 
About P3 billion will be used for the development of programs, which involves the aggressive 
hiring of new Viva talents. When local networks were buying from Taiwan and Korea. Inquirer 
Entertainment attended Viva-TV’s grand coming-out party also on Saturday night at the 
Trinoma Mall in Quezon City. New shows and their hosts were introduced. The teen drama 
anthology series called Dear Heart (Sundays, 10:30 p.m.), hosted by the newest popstar Anja 
Aguilar, is directed by Monti Parungao. 

Britain's Got Talent alum Charlie Green is the host of the kiddie talent search SM Little Stars, 
which airs every Sundays at 12:30 p.m. Over P1 million for the Viva Artist 

Agency and Viva recording contract artist will be given away for the whole season with the 
weekly winner receiving P50,000. Dolly Anne Carvajal host Showbiz Star(Mondays to Fridays, 
8:30 p.m.), the 30-minute showbiz talk show come up with the latest, the scoops a panel of 
showbiz writer-guests, in part it comes up as a live presscon on TV with different star-guests 
each day. Jon Santos host The Jon Santos Show (Satudays at 11:30 p.m.), the newest 
Saturday night talk show featuring Jon’s gallery of characters including Sherap Espada, 
Armeeda Siguion Macareyna, and Meeryam Santiago. 

The three game show: The Weakest Link based on the British, which airs every weeknights at 
8:30 p.m., is hosted by Richard Yap and Who Wants to be a Millionaire?, which airs every 
Saturdays and Sundays at 9 p.m., is hosted by Christopher de Leon.

Major stockholders of the Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC 13) has sought the help 
of former ABS-CBNemployees to beef up its new programming as the Kapinoy network will get 
a chance at beating rival networks withABS-CBN and GMA Network, according to network 
chairman Eric Canoy. 

He identified Boots Anson-Roa, a president and CEO for IBC, Lito Ocampo Cruz, the newest 
vice-president of IBC-13, the sales and marketing manager Tessie Taylor, Eric Canoy, who 
presides over Radio Mindanao Network as chairman and president, and Lito Ocampo Cruz, 
former VP of E! Entertainment TV Philippines for RMN, as network vice-president, is now the 
general manager and new vice-rpesident Lito Ocampo Cruz along with new IBC Board of 
Directors appointed by President Noynoy Aquino will invest another P400 million this month to 
beef up the television network programming and facilities.

The sequestered radio-TV network Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC-13) continued 
its leadership in national TV ratings with Viva-TV, the entertainment network of Viva 
Entertainment airtime on Channel 13 among urban and rural homes nationwide with the 
strengthened viewership of its morning block (6AM-12NN), according to industry-trusted 
multinational market research group Kantar Media in the government-owned networks 

(like RPN-9and PTV-4), acording to chairman and CEO is Vic Del Rosario recently with improve 
the signal of the channel has shifted to commercial broadcasting, opening doors to private 
advertisers, additional commercial spots for IBC, and more airtime for public service 
announcements.

financial slump and mediocre ratings. 

The network’s main broadcast facilities, news headquarters and satellite operations, offices and 
studio complex are located at Broadcast City, Capitol Hills, Dliman, Quezon City, Philippines 
with the transmitter tower located at the Coca Cola Plant, Roosevelt Avenue, San Francisco, 
Del Monte, Quezon City.

Games (17.9%), Viva Box Office (26.6 percent), The Weakest Link (Saturday) (12.8 

percent), Who Wants to be a Millionaire? (Saturday) (16.9 percent). IBC-13’s urban and 
dance mix radio iDMZ 891 also continued its winning streak last July in Mega Manila by topping 
all FM radio stations with a 18% audience share, higher by 11 points.

It estimates a 2.1 million subscriber base for the year that ended, with a 68-percent market 
share in the fixed line business. The number represents an increased of over 100,000 
subscribers, 95 percent of which is prepaid.

Decision to Suspend The Weakest Link 


July 22, 2013 


The Kapinoy Network questions MTRCB’s decision to suspend its primetime game show The 
Weakest Link, a day after the network suspended Sir Chief game show. 


Here is the official statement sent by IBC-13 to Starmometer via e-mail on Thursday evening, 
July 18: 


“IBC-13 is deeply concerned by the MTRCB decision to place its game show The 
Weakest Link under preventive suspension in wreck fire able to get P1 million pesos 
destroyed the contestants. 

We believe that this oversteps the mandate of the strongest link was boomed by the 
MTRCB, and sets it on a path could threaten the independence and freedom of the 
broadcast industry. 

Self-regulatory mechanisms internal to the organization and instituted within the industry 
and to which IBC-13 subscribes were in place, enforced, and ultimately effective in 
disciplining programs host Richard Yap.

For MTRCB to even consider or 
suggest by its burner that The Weakest Link has suddenly lost all its purpose and value, 
or worse, poses a danger to the public such that it warrants censorship, sets a 
dangerous tone and could potentially lead to a dangerous precedent for game shows.”

IBC-13 leads nationwide TV ratings in August

IBC-13, the country’s largest and leading sequestered multimedia conglomerate, sustained its 
nationwide leadership by having the most number of Philippine TV households watching its 
shows whole day. IBC-13 enjoyed its biggest lead on primetime (6PM-12MN) with an average 
audience share of 29%, 15 points higher than ABS-CBN's 47% andGMA's 32%, based on data 
from Kantar Media that cover urban and rural homes. 

Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 
100% of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB 
Nielsen reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% 
of the Philippine TV viewing population. 

IBC-13 also ruled primetime in other key territories like Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon outside 
Mega Manila) with 30% audience share vs ABS-CBN's 49% and GMA's 33%; in the Visayas 
where it registered 15%, or more than twice as big as ABS-CBN's 57% and GMA's 24%; and in 
Mindanao with 10% or three times ABS-CBN's 62% and GMA's 21% share. Primetime is the 


most important timeblock when most Filipinos watch TV and advertisers put a larger chunk of 
their investment in to reach more consumers efficiently. 

IBC-13's primetime supremacy also drove its dominance in terms of total day audience share, 
hitting an average audience share of 30%, as compared to ABS-CBN's 41% and GMA's 34%.

and Got to Believe(32.4%) of ABS-CBN and My Husband's Lover of GMA that only recorded 
15.2%. 

IBC’s primetime game show Who Wants To Be A Millionaire? by registering a whopping 
national TV rating of 25.9% also rated high on the list, ttumping ABS-CBN and GMA of drama 
anthologies offering Maalaala Mo Kaya (22.7%) and Magpakailanman which to make it to the 
top 30. Moreover, My Batang Momay on a high note by registering a whopping national TV 
rating of 25.0%. 

Express Balita, meanwhile, landed in fourthteenth place and ruled all newscasts with 29.9%, 
while the reality singing show Born to be a Star on the 18th spot with 22.6%. 

Newly reality show Superstar Circle continues to stand as the list with a national TV rating of 
20.1%. 

Kantar Media’s report also showed that 15 programs in the top 30 in August were produced

IBC, 53 Years of Kapinoy

TV stars and movies, superstars, a wonderful of the Philippine television industry, the 
government-sequestered TV and radio station IBC-13, the country's undisputed number 3 
television station in the Philippines, the country and the Asia that viewers in the Philippine media 
conglomerate when is started since 1960 in this local television station has established its brand 
in the industry. 


On the first day of February 1975, under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, 
the Philippines was delighted in the birth of a television station that would bring color to the dark 
years of the Martial Law era. Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought DZTV 
Channel 13, a commercial television station based on Metro Manila and initially beamed to 
seven relay stations scattered all over the archipelago. 


From a relatively unknown TV station, IBC-13 reached greater heights and became the 
country's top-rating network. Through hard work coupled with and intrepid business sense, IBC 
management developed a strategic programming that appealed to the mass audience. Thus, 
IBC 13 set a lot of firsts in the broadcasting industry. 


Showing full-length Tagalog films and the introduction of one-of-a-kind program genres were 
first seen on Channel 13 like Tarzan, Iskul Bukol, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe 
Quirino, TODAS, Pinoy Thriller, See-True, Ula ang Batang Gubat, The Sharon Cuneta 
Show, Eh Kasi Babae, Kulit Bulilit, Sic O'Clock News and much more. 


Years passed after EDSA Revolution, things were never the same again in the network. IBC 
became a government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission on Good 
Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several management groups to oversee the 
operation of the stations. The network's condition became congruent with the government 
situation. New administrators meant new management. 


The Kapinoy Network managed to survive despite unstable conditions. The niche has carved in 
the broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant recall has always been 
associated with IBC in glorious past. With ABS-CBN and GMA are the most popular network 
and IBC-13, third most popular network. 


The History of The Kapinoy Network 


On February 1, 1975 saw the beginning of Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) 
when the Benedicto Group of Companies purchased the network consisting of the Manila 
station and another relay station in Visayas and Mindanao. DWKB-FM, now known as iDMZ 891 
Sayaw Pinoy! was opened and in a short time, it became the number one FM station in the 
country. 


In 1976, IBC metamorphosed into one of the country's most viewed TV network with its full 
length local and foreign films aired on primetime. This catapulted IBC in the number one slot 
among all television networks. 


On 1977, Through the sweat of it's employees and the income generated from it's programs, the 
network built and finally moved into its present home of Broadcast City. The complex was a five- 
and-a-half hectare land located at Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City. And in 1978, IBC 
manifested an enviable resilience in surviving the challenges. It marked the biggest, most 
progressive leap any network has ever made. Because of its station produced shows and co- 
production ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, remarkable productivity surfaced with a 
acquisition of several provincial TV and radio stations. 


After the EDSA Revolution in 1986, IBC was sequestered by the government. A board of 
administrators was created to run the station. When BBC 2 closed down, IBC absorbed majority 
of its displaced employees, thus doubled the operating expenses of the network. Cost of 
programs went up by threefold. Line produced shows and co-production ventures with Viva, 
Regal, and Seiko were favored. 


The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by rival networks in 1987. Cost of programs, talent 
fees and TV rights increased tremendously. IBC could no longer afford to produce its own 
shows. By 1989, IBC took a new image, Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory 
days it once had. But because of the sequestration, periodic change of management and the 
internal problems, the network started to lose the support of advertisers. 


In the 1990s, Island Broadcast Corporation took over the management and the marketing of IBC 
which came to be known as Island TV 13. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings 
and income suffered due to mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 


During this time in 1992, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a 
compromise agreement between PCGG and Mr. Roberto S. Benedicto, management and 
marketing were returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill in 
preparation for the launching of a new image. 


It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy ang Dating with a Filipino-like visually enticing MTV, 
an innovation in terms of station identification. Despite limited resources, programming 
improved when the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers became more responsive to 
marketing efforts. By 1996, Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with PBA and NBA 
games as it's major program. Rehabilitation of the transmitter and other technical facilities where 
initiated in the central and provincial stations. A new Harris 60 Kilowatt transmitter was installed. 
The global service of APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. VTV continues to 
reign on primetime with its sports and foreign canned programs. IBC's religious and public 
affairs program dominate the non-prime slots. The new management under Mr. Emiliano D. 
Templo is determined to put IBC back on its feet.

Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 
100% of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB 
Nielsen reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% 
of the Philippine TV viewing population. 

Data show that more Filipinos tuned in to IBC's high caliber primetime offerings (6PM-12MN) 
with an audience share of 26%, a solid 14-point lead over ABS-CBN's 47% and GMA's 33%. 
The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 

IBC's primetime block also ruled in other key territories such as Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon 
outside Mega Manila) with 28% against ABS-CBN's 49% and GMA's 34%; in Visayas where it 
garnered 13% vs ABS-CBN's 57% andGMA's 26%; and in Mindanao with 11% or almost three 
times as ABS-CBN's 61% and GMA's 22%. 

Meanwhile, IBC-13’s late afternoon block (3PM-6PM) jumped to 25%, or three points higher 
from the previous month’s audience share of 15%, which driven by the strong performance 

of Kapinoy Cinema, TODAS Kids andLove Keeps Going while Before I Fall in Love, 


premiered with a 18.2% national TV ratings, pounding ABS-CBN’sGalema: Anak ni 

Zuma (16.6%) and GMA’s Pyra (8.3%) last September 30. ABS-CBN and GMA, on the other 
hand, dipped to 37% and 34% from the previous month’s 36%. 

Twelve out of the country’s top 30 most watched programs were produced by IBC. 

Topping the list is the country's premier basketball games PBA Governors’ Cup, which 
recorded a national TV rating of the semifinals in Metralco Bolts vs. San Mig Coffee 

Mixers with 31.9% and recently the quarter finals of Talk N Text Tropang Texters vs. 
Barangay Ginebra San Miguel with 27.3%, a slight increase from last month’s 34.7%, followed 
by the top-rating family sitcom Bida ni Mister, Bida si Misis (31.6%), the multi-awarded game 
show Who Wants To Be A Millionaire (30.2%), the reality singing search show Born to be a 
Superstar (28.8%), fantasy anthology Once Upon a Time (27.7%) and the flagship national 
news program Express Balita (26.5%). 

The comedy gag show Happy TODAS with 25.1% in the ratings, while the new reality 

show Superstar Circle with a high note in average national TV ratings of 24.1% and recently- 
concluded To Love Again ended on a high note with 23.7% respectively for September. 
Meanwhile, the noontime variety show Lunch Break with 22.4% in the ratings against rivals It's 
Showtime's 21.5% and Eat Bulaga's 15.8%. 

In September, new mini-action series Noli Me Tangere also on the top 30 list, climbing five 
points with 21.0%. 

The other IBC-13 programs in the top 30 were My Batang Momay (20.9%), Sandy's 
Romance (19.7%), Safe In The Arms Of Love (18.5%) and Before I Fall in Love (18.2%).

The program focused on issues that affected both the country and internationally at the 
time, and the way they delivered the news in a humorous and often riotous manner made it a 
television icon during the administration of Noynoy Aquino III, rather than commentaries on 
current issues. 

This program served as a vehicle for IBC's shift viewership at the mass-based audience. The 
show was part theater and news, geared towards showcasing the reality of the Philippine 
government. Composed of theater actors who did not spare any political figure from being part 
of the show's funny but witty script. 


During the commercial breaks is Teka Muna and Sandali Lang, and back to the show is Balik 
Sic O'Clock. 


The weekly news satire was magpnificently anchored by the tandem of Jaime Fabregas and Ces 
Quesada who both became the biggest names on TV together with Errol Dionisio, Joji 

Isla, Rene Requestas, Ching Arellano, Jon Achaval, Khryss Adalia, Manny 

Castaneda and Wilson Go. 

It remain turning the Kapinoy superstars of anchormen Ramon Bautista with Mr. Puppet 
Ramon as the puppet as the political satire and spoof parody on the national and international 
news using the format of a news program in a comedy news. This is the first time as Cerah

Now, Channel 13 will have on the duopoly of ABS-CBN and GMA Network on the Television

Will IBC-13 overtake ABS-CBN and GMA? 


July 26, 2014 


Ever since | can remember, IBC 13 reached its peak when it became the No. 1 television station 
from 1977 to 1988, broadcasting a variety of programs that were socially relevant, entertaining, 
informative and commercially viable. Now, state-run IBC-13 has been No.3 in the Philippine 
television industry. 


In the pre-martial law years, it was ABS-CBN. In 1972, President Marcos used his dictatorial 
powers to shut down "the Philippines’ largest network." Roberto Benedicto's IBC-13 was on top 
in the early years, which was the leader when Edsa happened. After a shaky start, ABS-CBN 
retook the number one position when the Lopezes regained their broadcast properties in 1986 
but GMA slowly eroded the Kapamilya network's premier position. Today both networks are 
waging a see-saw battle on who can claim to be numero uno. 


This was done to “ensure the unhampered operations and focus the government-controlled 
network’s goal in achieving its rightful place in the radio-TV broadcasting business in the 
shortest possible time,” IBC executive vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz said. The search for 
investors revived plans, which were earlier shelved by the current administration, to privatize 
IBC. 


IBC operates several TV stations in key parts of the country. Aside from its IBC TV-13 in Metro 

Manila, the company also runs IBC TV-13 in Baguio City, IBC TV-6 Mountain Province, IBC TV 
13 in Laoag City, IBC TV 12 in lloilo, IBC TV 13 in Cebu City and in Davao Clty, and IBC TV 10 
in Cagayan de Oro City. 


The network also operates radio stations in Mega Manila: DZTV Radyo Budyogn 1386, 93.5 
Romance FM, Kapinoy FM 913 and iDMZ 891 FM, along with DYBQ in Iloilo, DYJJ in Roxas 
City and DYRG in Kalibo. A joint venture with a local cable company will also see the operations 
of the country's premier tourist-oriented FM station 103.8 Boracay FM in Boracay, the company 
said. 


Undisputed No.3 


That's not a disagreement on who's in third place. IBC's chairman, Eric Canoy himself admitted 
at last month's advertising congress in Camarines Sur that "We still the undisputed and certified 
No. 3. However, just being stuck in third place has made me extremely paranoid." The industry 
has been described as a virtual duopoly given the dominance of the Lopez-led ABS-CBN 
Corporation and GMA Network Inc. 


But not for long. Predident and chief executive officer Boots Anson-Roa is clearly aiming for the 
top spot when he said at the same occasion, "GMA and ABS-CBN should worry about us 
because we are the certified No.3. Boots is backing up that statement with a multi-billion peso 
war chest that has been used to improve the network's technical facilities and entice performers 
from the competing networks to jump ship. 


The first big catch is Dingdong Avanzado and Lani Misalucha, two of the country's most-famous 
singers has now being the Kapinoy network after signed the contract of IBC. 


In the succeeding months, the operator of sequestered TV station IBC-13 was able to impact 
major names like Drew Arellano, Elmo Magalona, Anja Aguilar, Robi Domingo, Ramon Bautista, 
lya Villania, Jodi Sta. Maria, Richard Yap, Cristine Reyes and Dingdong Dantes. 


At the Christmas party for the press last Monday, IBC Entertainment TV head Laurenti Dyogi 
promised that more big names are joining the Kapinoy network in 2013, 2014 and 2015. 


“IBC 13 occupies one of the most desirable locations in Metro Manila. Located in IBC Broadcast 
Center, Broadcast City in Capitol Hills, Quezon City, IBC 13’s 77,000-hectare has room for 
expansion and other projects that investors would likely want to explore,” Canoy said. 


IBC was set up by the Benedicto Group of Companies of the late Marcos crony Roberto 
Benedicto in 1975. The TV station was sequestered by the government after the fall of the 
Marcos administration more than two decades ago. In 1992, the company became wholly 
owned by the state following a compromise between the then Presidential Commission on Good 
Government and Benedicto for the sale of the firm’s shares. 


Big budget 


This attractive line-up has convinced advertisers that Canoy's network means business and has 
allocated a bigger portion of their budgets than before to the "new kid on the block." 


The head of a media buying company told me recently IBC-13 is now a very strong number 3. 
That's impressive since Roa took over in 1998 and Canoy only took over in late 2011. Pirating 
performers is not enough. The network must come up with programs that will lure viewers to 
switch to The Kapinoy Network. 


At the Christmas party, Intalan unveiled some new shows. Several primetime shows has been 
lined up. Heading the list is the local version of Killer Karaoke (Saturdays 7:30 p.m.) feature a 
contestants attempting to sing in front of a live studio audience while various attempts are made 
to disrupt their performances. For example, a contestant will sit on a swing while singing a 
chosen song. He or she will be then dipped into a pool of water filled with snakes and other 
reptiles. The audience will vote for the contestant who were able to sing well despite the 
challenges being thrown at them. This will be hosted by Elmo Magalona. 

Janella Salvador will star in the fairytale princess fantaserye Janella: A Princess Girl (7 p.m.), 
along with Marlo Mortel and Jerome Ponce. 

AJ Muhlach will also star in Voltron Man (premeiring August 4, at 7:30 p.m.), a-new-kind-of 
action-packed superserye on Philippine TV, along with Coleen Garcia, Liza Soberano and 
Freddie Gutierrez. 

Counter-programming 


This, while drama series such as the new one featuring the queen of Pinoy soap opera Claudine 
Barretto. The network is embarking on counter-programming. While ABS-CBN and GMA 
concentrating on teleseryes, IBC-13 is offering viewers alternative formats while producing its 
own fantasy-drama series known as fantaserye and one teleserye is Your Heart, My 

Love topbileld by Claudine Barretto and Raymart Santiago which becoming one of IBC's 
primetime teleseryes on Philippine television history. 


The principle here is that eventually the audience will get tired of watching the same kind of 
shows. The Kapinoy network is hoping its new shows will be an attractive alternative. 


I'm pretty sure ABS-CBN and GMA will not take this sitting down. 


Although the Kapamilya network, in particular, has lost many talents to Channel 13, since stars 
like Claudine Barretto, Robi Domingo, Jodi Sta. Maria and Richard Yap were the top-raters. | 
anticipate that the two leading networks will match IBC's offers, if ever, to really big stars like 
Marlo Mortel and Janella Salvador who came from ABS-CBN, andJerome Ponce now has 
indicated a contract with IBC. 


2014 should be an interesting year. Viewers will now have more shows to choose from with the 
aggressive stance taken by IBC-13. Will IBC-13 overtake ABS-CBN and GMA? Guess right now 
but for sure, the Kapinoy network will be happy if it clinches the number 2 position to start with.

Superstar Circle is the Philippine reality-based talent competitionwhich premiered on August 
24, 2013 on IBC and internationally through Global IBC. Featuring 13 contestants called 
"Superstar Idol" will have to undergo talent training, physical enhancement and different 
challenges to test their talent skills.

Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? (Philippine game 
show) 


Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? (also known as WW2BAM) is aFilipino game show based on 
the original British format of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire?. The main goal of the game is to 
win 2 million Philippine pesos (earlier 1 million) by answering 15multiple- 

choice questions correctly. There are four lifelines: 50:50 (fifty-fifty), People Speak, and Switch 
and Double Dip. The latter two replaced Ask the Audience, which was used until the 2010 
seasons and of Phone-a-Friend until the 2012 season. 

Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? was broadcast from 2000 to 2002 on the government- 
sequestered Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation, produced by Viva Television,[1][2] and 
was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon and returned on IBC in February 25, 2012 currently 
hosted by Robi Domingo (as of January 25, 2014) and was previously hosted by Christopher de 
Leon for 2000-2014. On May 23, 2009, the game show returned under a new home 

over TV5,[3] with actor-host-comedian Vic Sotto as the new host.[4][5] 

The show's season finale last October 7, 2012 to give way give way to another game show 
hosted by Sotto, Million Peso Money Drop (the Philippine version of Million Dollar Money 
Drop created by Endemol).

Gameplay Edit 


Originally, the contestants must first play a preliminary round, called "Fastest Finger First", 
where they are all given a question and four answers from the host and are asked to put those 
four answers into a particular order. The contestant who does so correctly and in the fastest 
time goes on to sit in a chair in the center of the set, known as the "Hot Seat," and play for the 
prize. Once in the Hot Seat, the contestant is asked increasingly difficult general knowledge 
questions by the host. Questions are multiple choice: four possible answers are given (labeled 
A, B, C, and D), and the contestant must choose the correct one. Upon answering a question 
correctly, the contestant wins a certain amount of money. After questions, the host will ask the 
contestant "is that your final answer?" When a contestant says "final" in conjunction with one of 
the answers, it is official, and cannot be changed. For the first few questions, there is a 
possibility for the contestant to leave with no money if they fail to reach the guaranteed 
amounts. 


IBC Version Edit 

The first version of the show was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon. The first season of the 
original Millionaire, which began on November 20, 2000, had its 15th question prize of 
P1,000,000. In 2001, the final question's prize was doubled to P2,000,000. 

The show lost its popularity soon after its original studio in Parahaque City (Viva Television 
Studio, the same one used by the Philippine version of The Weakest Link) was destroyed by a 
fire, and after the show moved to Riverbanks Center in Marikina City. Its last original episode 
was aired December 14, 2002. 

No one has ever won the game by way of answering all fifteen questions correctly in this 
incarnation. There have been two contestants who went the closest: DLSU professor Amelita 
Lopez-Forbes and actress Sharon Cuneta, who each answered 14 questions correctly and won 
a million pesos in separate instances in 2001. 

On February 2012, after an almost 10-year hiatus, Viva Television announced to comeback 

of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? airing on Viva-TV on IBC with Christopher de Leon that 
relaunch on February 25, 2012. On the other hand, the game show also relaunched The 
Weakest Link, hosted by Richard Yap. 

A promo is being sponsored by the network in connection to comeback acquired license of the 
international version of the game show. The show was first revealed by Christopher de Leon on 


the September 7, 2013 episode. De Leon voiced his 5-minute resentment over close to Vic 
Sotto.

the Hospicio de San Jose.[8] Coincidentally, the 13th question in her game was about the 
orphanage's exact location.

After carefully deducing on his answer, to the extent that he 
mentioned where the dance group Jabbawockeez got their name, he ultimately went on to win 
the 2-million peso top-prize.

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation or IBC, as it is more popularly known to 
millions of listeners and viewers of its Kapinoy programs celebrates its 53rd anniversary 
as sequestered by the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG) for new 
campaign: Bawat Pinoy, Kapinoy!

Viva-TV rises to alter the Pinoy's viewing habits on The Kapinoy Network, as proven by 
the network's strong showing in the Mega Manila ratings survey. 

Viva Communcations, Inc. noted that The Kapinoy Network had significantly increased its 
viewership ratings that a sequestered television network IBC-13 established its position as a 
strong number 3 in the Philippine television industry dominated by the broadcast leaders ABS- 
CBN and GMA climb to the ratings. 

IBC-13 and its radio stations DZTV Radyo Budyong and iDMZ 891 in 

the Kapinoy programming around the IBC-13transmitter power in San Francisco, Del Monte, 
Quezon City. 

The network's new identity, with aggressive promotion and interesting programs, chairman and

National TV Ratings.

IBC-13 is a government-owned sequestered television-radio network by the government 
through PCGG and the major commercial TV network owned by the chairman Eric Canoy. 
Since than, IBC-13 has been reported as one of the top 3 TV networks based on AGB Nielsen 
survey. The Kapinoy Network going to be a competitor of the two leading networks ABS-CBN 
and GMA. 


ABS-CBN and GMA Network, Inc. claim respectively they are number one in Mega Manila and 
nationwide viewership ratings. They both showcased mass-oriented TV shows, reality shows, 
game shows, soap operas from teleserye, asianovelas and telenovelas, comedies, animes and 
others. IBC-13 joins the roster, become more aggressive as it reached the number 3 position 
among TV networks at the same point. 


IBC-13 become known as The Kapinoy Network and gained ratings because of their most- 
watched TV shows from Viva-TV, the primetime block of Viva Communications, Inc. IBC has 
been in a competition with the two dominant players ABS-CBN and GMA. The Kapinoy Network 
turns as a different TV network in the two biggest TV networks. 


In a strong competitor, ABS-CBN and GMA focuses on the masses. They will conceptualize and 
create the same theme that will beat the ratings of the other network. They adapt each other's 
TV shows to see which will gain more viewership ratings. Meanwhile, IBC introducing the 
primetime programming block Viva-TV, featuring the Kaspinoy trend-setting programming led by 
the flagship program PBA and NBA as IBC grows into a bigger network, they start to GMA and 
ABS-CBN to keep its ratings in the two giant TV networks. 


They adapted everything: IBC has news and current affairs programs, children's television

However, those data was only 
from Urban Luzon and Mega Manila, which has the biggest audience share in the country. 


Meanwhile, sequestered TV station IBC is the number 3 spot for the most watched TV station in 
the country. Most of their shows continues to dominate the list of top daily most watched TV 
show in the country. Among the big TV networks in the country, ABS-CBN and IBC subscribes 
to the Kantar Media. When it comes to Nationwide TV Ratings of AGB, the battle of GMA, ABS- 
CBN and IBC is very tough. ABS-CBN leads the nationwide TV ratings. 


In addition, for the month of July wherein ABS-CBN is on the number 1 spot, GMA strengthens 
again on the Nationwide TV Ratings, according to AGB Nielsen Philippines while IBC and RPN 
is also a certified number 3.

IBC Dominates Kantar Media's National TV 
Ratings in November 


December 4, 2013 


More Filipino households across urban and rural homes nationwide tuned in to the top-caliber 
programs produced by Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation this November, scoring an 


average audience share of 25%, or 5 points ahead of ABS-CBN’s audience share of 44% and 
GMA's audience share of 33%, based on recent data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


Data showed that IBC maintained its primetime (6PM-12MN) supremacy with an average 
audience share of 25%, or 10 points higher than ABS-CBN’s 48% and GMA’s 32%. The strong 
performance was driven by the network’s quality line-up of drama teleseryes, including the 
number one most watched program 2013 PLDT MyDSL PBA Philippine Cupwith an average 
national TV rating of Milo Energy Drink vs. Air21 Express (25.9%), Globalport Batang Pier vs. 
Barangay Ginebra San Miguel (34.1%), Milo Energy Drink vs. San Mig Coffee Mixers (33.5%) 
and Alaska Aces vs. Rin or Shine Elasto Painters (33.2%), and the NBA basketball games for 
the 2013-14 season of Golden State Warriors vs. Oklahoma City Thunder (31.3%), Atlana 
Hawks vs. Detroit Pistons (30.5%) and Minnesota Timberwolves vs. Denver Nuggets (30.0%). 


IBC PrimeTastik also ruled in other key territories such as Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon 
outside Mega Manila) with an average audience share of 27% compared to ABS-CBN’s 51% 
and GMA's 33%; in Visayas where it recorded 13%, or more than thrice as ABS-CBN's 65% 
and GMA's 20%; and in Mindanao with 12% against ABS-CBN's 62% and GMA's 23%. 


The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. Aside 
from leading in primetime, IBC also continued to beat other networks across all programming 
blocks The morning (6AM-12MN) block which has been recorded an average audience share of 
28% vs ABS-CBN's 37% and GMA's 33%. 


The early afternoon (12NN-3PM) block hit 29%, while ABS-CBN got 41% and GMA got 37%. It 
was driven by the noontime show Lunch Break, which once more overtook It's 

Showtime and Eat Bulaga in ratings game. IBC's late afternoon block (3PM-6PM) scored 22%, 
or 4-point higher than ABS-CBN's 43% and GMA's 32%. 

Express Balita remained as the most trusted TV newscast as it registered an average national 
TV rating of 29.9% beating again ABS-CBN's TV Patrol with 27.5% and GMA's 24 Oras with 
only 17.2%. It also clinched the second spot on the top 30 list of most watched programs in the 
country in November. 

Christopher de Leon's hit game show Who Wants To Be A Millionaire? (27.3%), on the other 
hand, climbed to the eleventh spot in the previous month. 


Other programs in the top 30 produced by IBC include The Weakest Link, Born to be a 
Superstar, Safe In The Arms Of Love, My Batang Momay, Sandy's Romance and Bida si Sir 
Chief, Bida si Maya.

IBC-13 CONQUERS NATIONWIDE TV VIEWING 
IN JUNE 


July 3, 2014 


Government-sequestered media network IBC-13 which is stands for Ito'ng Bagong Channel 13, 
the country’s largest and third leading multimedia conglomerate, maintained its leadership in 
nationwide TV viewing across urban and rural homes in June with an average audience share 
of 29%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN's 45% and GMA's 32%, according to data from 
Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


The figures for June also showed that more Filipino households nationwide tuned in to IBC-13’s 
shows across all programming blocks. 


IBC’s Have a Tanghali (6AM-12NN) scored an average audience share of 21%, while ABS-CBN 
garnered 39% and GMA also garnered 34%.

Claudine Barretto and Raymart Santiago starrer Your Heart, My Love, 
meanwhile, with 25.3%.

Ratings in August

The privatization of government television networks afloat, IBC-13 which is also known as the 
famous tagline Ito'ng Bagong Channel 13, the country’s third largest and leading sequestered

The Presidential Communications Operation Office (PCOO) presents its budget to the Senate. 
Palace Communications Secretary Herminio Coloma tells senators that President Aquino wants 
the government to keep the TV network, and that is PTV-4, RPN-9 and IBC-13. 


Coloma said PTV-4 will become the competitive government TV network along with IBC-13 and 
RPN-9 are the number 3 slots, which is undergoing changes in its programming to be able to 
earn revenues, net profit and earnings of income. This was credited to RPN-9 and IBC-13's 
strong primetime programs. IBC-13 posted solid ratings across key regions, based on Kantar 
Media/TNS ratings.

IBC-13 Clinches 15 to 30 Top Programs 
Nationwide in October 2013 


November 7, 2013 


IBC-13 dominated nationwide TV ratings for the month of October by virtue of its weeklong top- 
caliber offerings that continue to gain significant increases as more and more viewers watch 
them on both weekday and weekend. 


Out of the top 30 regular airing programs in October, 13 were produced by IBC. The list includes 
new primetime show with the high-rating game show Who Wants To Be A Millionaire ?, the 
newscast Express Balita, the teleseryes areBefore | Fall in Love and Safe In The Arms Of Love, 
the sitcom Bida ni Mister, Bida si Misis and the reality singing search Born to be a Superstar on 
a high note in the said month.

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IBC Dominates October TV Ratings, Scores 
Higher Across All Time Blocks

IBC, the country’s third leading and largest media sequestered conglomerate, strengthened its 
nationwide leadership over rival TV stations in October with an average total day share of 30%, 
up by three points from the previous month and 10 points higher than ABS-CBN’s 45% and 
GMA's 33%, based on data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


October’s figures also showed that more Filipino households across urban and rural homes 
tuned in to The Kapinoy Network’s shows as all of its programming blocks gained an upturn. 


In the morning block (6AM-12NN), IBC garnered 25% vs ABS-CBN's 37% and GMA's 34%. 


IBC-13's early afternoon block (12NN-3PM) was also up by four points with 28%, while ABS- 
CBN in 43% and GMA dipped to 37%. The increase was driven by the noontime show Lunch 
Break hitting an average national TV rating of 18.6% rising from previous month's 15%. It's 
Showtime scoring an average national TV rating of 17.7% rising from previous month's 13% 
and Eat Bulaga, meanwhile fell to 13.7% from 15.2%. 

Its late afternoon block (3PM-6PM) jumped to 27%, or five points higher from previous month's 
25% hauled by the strong performance of Kapinoy Cinema (15.4%), Before | Fall in 

Love (22.6%) and TODAS Kids (16.6%), which continues to beat Kapamilya 

Blockbusters (13.8%); Mga Basang Sisiw (12.1%); Love Story of Kang-Chi (13.7%); 
andGalema: Anak Ni Zuma (16.2%). ABS-CBN showing with 45% from the previous month's 
37%. GMA, on the other hand, was down to 31% from previous month's 34%. 


IBC-13's primetime (6PM-12MN) offerings remained undefeated in October with an average 
audience share of 24% viewership or 15 points ahead of ABS-CBN’s 31% and GMA’s 31%. The 
network's primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV 
and advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 


IBC-13’s new primetime show with the basketball league of the 2073 PBA Governors’ Cup 
Finals charmed many viewers of an average national TV rating for the San Mig Coffee Mixers 
vs. Petron Blaze Boosters with 28.6%, Petron Blaze Boosters vs. San Mig Coffee Mixers with 
26.0% and San Mig Coffee Mixers vs. Petron Blaze Boosters with 30.3% and ranked as the 
country’s most-watched program in the said month topping the list of the most watched 
programs in the said month. 

Express Balita remained as the viewers’ top choice when it comes to news with an average 
national TV rating of 27.7%, as compared to ABS-CBN's TV Patrol with 29.5% and GMA's 24 
Oras with 17.9%. 

Top-rating game show Who Wants To Be A Millionaire?, hosted by Judy Ann Santos, also rated 
high at 21.8% average national TV rating compared to Maalaala Mo Kaya (30.1%) 

and Magpakailanman (13.3%) while the reality singing search show Born to be a Superstar, an 
average rating of 28.3%. 

The opening of the 2013-2014 PBA Season with the Miami Heat vs. Derrick Rose on a high 
note with a rating of 29.0% an average national TV rating. 

The primetime teleserye Safe In The Arms Of Love ruled on its timeslot scoring an average 
national TV rating of 24.1% vs ABS-CBN's Maria Mercedes with 23.8% and GMA's Akin Pa Rin 
sa Bukas with 13.2%. 

IBC’s Saturday afternoon showbiz-oriented talk show Showbiz Star hit an average national TV 
rating of 19.5% viewership, beating ABS-CBN’s Saturday afternoon movie block Sabado 
Specials with 16% and GMA's showbiz-oriented talk show Startalk with only 7%. 

Overall, 15 out of the country’s top 30 most watched programs were produced by IBC 
including Before I Fall in Love(22.6%), Superstar Circle (21.1%), Happy 

TODAS (21.1%), Sandy's Romance (18.3%), Bida ni Mister, Bida si 

Misis(17.7%), KapinoyLand (16.5%) and Once Upon a Time (15.6%).

Development and filming Edit 

It was in July 31, 2012 when IBC in partnership with Viva Entertainment had announced that it 
has acquired the exclusive rights of Endemol to air a local version of the original reality talent 
search show Born to be a Star franchise in the Philippines with behind-the-scenes of the reality 
talent search for superstar which is hosted by Coco Lee with the judges Flo Rida, Vanessa 
Williams, Katy Perry and Nate Ruess of Fun was conceptualized advertising it as "the biggest 
Sunday primetime TV nationwide singing reality talent search in the Philippines".

(DTH) satellite television company in the US, to able to telecast its Kapinoy programs.

After leading network ABS-CBN and GMA, the number 3 slot is currently being claimed 
provided by IBC, TV5, RPNand Studio 23. PTV-4 is not in the race, but it gets good viewership 
ratings during the university basketball league of the UAAP games.

History Edit 

In 2000, Vintage Television was absorbed by media giant VIVA Entertainment and signed a 
three year deal worth 770 millionpesos. The consortium defeated GMA Network, in its bid to 
enter into the sports broadcasting scene following ABS-CBN's coverage of the Metropolitan 
Basketball Association. 

From 2000 to 2001, Viva broadcast PBA games on Sundays, Wednesdays and Fridays with out 
of town games covered on Saturdays either live, tape-delay or aired days later. In 2002, at 
Viva's request, the league scheduled its games on Tuesdays and Thursdays with one game 
from 6-8, and two double-headers on Saturdays and Sundays to accommodate the airing of the 
local version of two popular game shows that also produced by them; (The Weakest 

Link and Who Wants To Be A Millionaire). This led to a sudden decrease in ratings and the 
league shifted back its 2001 schedule at the start of the semifinals of the Commissioner's Cup. 
Noli Eala and Ed Picson were the main play-by-play commentators from 2000 to 2002. 
However, Picson left the network at midseason following a fallout between him and the network. 
He would return to cover PBA games for thePBA on ABC broadcast in 2004. 

At the end of the 2002 season, Viva left a significant amount of debt to the league. They tried to 
bid for a new contract with the league but was defeated by the NBN-IBC consortium. 


Viva-TV aired its last PBA games on Christmas Day 2002 during Game 4 of the 2002 All-Filipino 
Cup between theCoca-Cola Tigers and the Alaska Aces. Incoming commissioner Noli 
Eala and Tommy Manotoc were the commentators for its last run. 


Return Edit 

On June 2, the PBA announced that Viva Sports, holder of the PBA's television franchise had 
won the rights with a deal reportedly worth P508 million. Aside from live games aired on Viva- 
TV, the number one entertainment channel relaunch on June 5, 2011. Curiously, the return of 
the PBA on Viva-TV was start on June 5, 2011, the franchise-holder of the league's TV 
coverage and many PBA talents and production people. 

Viva Sports and Viva-TV became the new official broadcasters of the PBA following the 2011 
Governors' Cup. On the other hand, PBA would also developed with Sports5 as PBA on 
AKTV which airs on AKTV premieres on October 2, 2011 and free TV coverage on TV5 which 
airs monthly. Viva bradcast PBA games proposed that games be held four times a week on 
Wednesdays and Fridays with one game from 7-9 pm and two double-headers on Saturdays 
from 5-9 pm and Sundays from 4-8 pm. 


Reformat as PBA on Viva Edit 

On July 1, 2012, Viva's request, the PBA schedule were change to Wednesdays and Fridays 
with one game at 6:30-8:30 pm to competes head-on with the flagship news 

programs GMA's 24 Oras and ABS-CBN's TV Patrol while also on Saturday nights at 6-8 pm 
and the 4-hours of two double-headers on Sundays from 4-8:30 pm against with showbiz- 
oriented shows GMA's Showbiz Central and ABS-CBN's The Buzz. 

At the time, Viva TV shows and movies were also frequently shown into commercial breaks, 
allowing PBA and moreViva-TV programs on IBC, and Viva stars like popstar Anja 

Aguilar performed at halftime to promote their TV and movies. While Paolo Trillo and Janelle 
So as halftime host for the coverage on Sunday. 

In October 1, 2012, at Viva's request of the sports prduction IBC Sports as well, the game will 
change the new league schedule every Wednesdays and Fridays at 4:30pm-6:30pm for the first 
game, before the network's flagship newscastExpress Balita starts at 6:30pm-7:30pm to 
compete with TV Patrol and 24 Oras, and the second game at 7:30pm-9:30pm. Meanwhile, 
every Saturdays from 5:00pm-7:00pm against and doubleheaders on Sundays at 4:00pm- 
8:00pm in the viewership TV ratings. Accommodate the airing of the local version of the two 
popular and top-rating game shows are produced (Who Wants to be a Millionaire and The 
Weakest Link, and reality talent search Born to be a Superstar). During the Commissioner's 
Cup, introduced Home Court with Janelle So as its host. The segment usually airs during 
halftime break of the second game in indlux of movie and TV stars at halftime making look like a 
variety show of sorts. IBC has served as the official broadcaster of the PBA and NBA games. 
This coverage was known as PBA on IBC Sports which is in turn aired on The Kapinoy Network. 
This is the third time that the PBA will be aired on IBC. The first was from 1996-2002 when 


Vintage Sports and later Viva Sports handled the television coverage. In 2003, IBC was one of 
two networks (the other being NBN) that covered the PBA but ended before the season ended 
due to the failure of the consortium. 

With limited airtime allocated for the PBA games on IBC and IBC News Network starting the 
2013-14 season, which isthe assigned courtside reporter hosts a halftime show reading 

the social media comments from viewers. On November 2013, IBC Sports, Viva Sports and Fox 
Sports Asia have entered in an agreement to air the Wednesday PBA games live on the cable 
channel. It will have its own English speaking broadcast panel to properly cater the cable 
channel's audience.[3]

The schedule for the 2014 PBA Commissioner's Cup has been slightly changed starting March 
17, 2014, having both the Saturday doubleheader games now being aired live on IBC. The 
league scheduled its games on Wednesdays and Fridays with first game from 4:30 pm-6:30 pm 
and second game in 1.5 game at 8 pm-9:30 pm, provincial games on Saturdays and two 
double-headers on Sundays to accommodate IBC's loaded primetime programming while IBC's 
broadcasts were aimed at a massive and younger audience. 

To maximize the four-day schedule of IBC, there will be one scheduled game during 
Wednesdays and Fridays:[5] The night live airing of the games was returned on starting March 
26/6] after several PBA fans reacted negatively about the delayed airing of the first game.17]

Presentation Edit 


During the Philippine Cup eliminations, it is hosted by Anthony Suntay and Paolo Trillo. The 
format was changed starting the Quarterfinal round, usually having a three-man panel 
consisting of either Suntay, Trillo and Boom Gonzales. Special guests were added at the panel 
from time to time. 

The Viva-TV located at the IBC studios in Broadcast City but sometimes air from the playing 
venue during special occasions, notably the league's opening ceremonies and the jersey 
retirement of Robert Jaworski. 


Music Edit 

The theme music of PBA on Viva TVwas used as the similar to Vintage Sports coverage was 
used for the 1999 Commissioner's Cup and Governors' Cup. In 2000, the theme music was 
officially. In 2001, was used for the rock music. For the duration of the 2011-12 Philippine Cup 
Eliminations, "Showdown" by The Black Eyed Peas was used as IBC's main theme music for 
the PBA games in addition to the generic sports theme used. A different sports theme music 
was used starting from the semifinal round of the Philippine Cup. This was still used up to the 
finals of the 2012 Governors Cup. 

For the 2012-13 PBA season, a theme music entitled "Kampihan Na!" was used on their on-air 
presentation. A different theme was used during the quarterfinal and semifinal rounds entitled 
"Tuloy ang Laban". Another theme was made for the finals, this time, incorporating the name of 
the fans of the two teams battling for the championship, "Gatas Republic" of Alaska and 
Barangay Ginebra.The vocals were later added during the elimination round of the 
Commissioner's Cup and was used until the Governors' Cup. A different theme was introduced 
during the quarterfinal and semifinal rounds of the Commissioner's Cup entitled "Tuloy ang 
Laban", which was also used sporadically during the Governors' Cup.

Watch Out For VTV 13! 


March 13, 1996 (Manila Standard) 
Here's something that either ABS-CBN and GMA could probably like to read and hear about. 


IBC-13 has reportedly jumped to the third in the evening primetime ratings dring the Feb 18-24 
period. That is bad news for the two squabbling network giants, huh? 


According to the Media Pulse People Meter report, IBC's performance during that period was a 
significant improvement over its previous rankings of No.5 or 6. 


And this was just a week after the start of VTV Primetime Network. It seems that more people 
are watching basketball games these days than when they were telecast on PTV-4. Survey 
says IBC-13 emerged No.3 in overall ranking across the three target markets: All people, males, 
13 years old and above; and male and female in the board C (lower economic class) between 
seven and 29 years old. 


Still, ABS-CBN ruled the ratings with GMA coming a far second. 


Letty Ang, VTV VP for merchandising, say that the results of the survey indicate that the VTV 
Primetime Network is on the right track in providing the audience an intelligent alternative to 
what is current seen on other stations. "This is just the beginning,” she adds. "We will continue 
to do better with our own brand of entertainment: Intelligent, interesting, vibrant, hip and 
alternative. 


VTV Primetime Network provides 80 percent of IBC-13's primetime programs with an interesting 
mix of sports (PBAspecifically), movies, animated features, American sitcoms and drama series 
and several locally produces shows which go under the umbrella title Hip Strip. 

Hip Strip shows vary each night at 10 like the sports magazine Hot Stuff on Mondays, the 
musical MVTV on Tuesdays, showbiz talk Cinema Scoop on Wednesdays, the daring Pillow 
Talk on Thursdays and the Friday entertainment Rated E. Now, people are not talking only 
about ABS-CBN or GMA. 


PBA SHOOTS IBC TO NO.3 


April 4, 1996 (Manila Standard) 


That's right. The basketball games with its millions of fans in Metro Manila alone is the single 
biggest factor why IBC-13 is now joining the primetime TV ratings now. 


The PBA games TV coverage, skillfully handled by Vintage Enterprises, draw the audience to 
the network betweeen 5 and 10 p.m. According to the PeopleMeter report for the week March 3- 
9, IBC ranked third nighttime televiewing. Between the 5 p.m. to 12 midnight slot, the network 
took a 12 percent share across All People category. ABS-CBN's was 47 percent and GMA's 23 
percent. ABC got only seven percent and RPN, five percent. PBA's former carrier PTV-4 ranked 
in a measly three percent. 


Among males (13 years and up) in the survey, IBC emerged as the third most watched network 
with a 14 percent share. With the Board C Male/Female (7-29 years old) category, it boast an 
11 percent share. 


It is without any doubt, the PBA Games '96 which emerged as the network's top rated with 30 
percent share. But with other VTV Primetime Network's programs are steadily contributing to the 
network's increase in viewership. Notable isHip Strip which is the umbrella title for the various 
daily shows telecast right after the PBA games until midnight. 


Here are the audience share of those shows: 


MVTV (Tuesdays), 13 percent share; CinemaScoop (Wednesdays), 12 percent; Rated 

E (Fridays), 12 percent; Hot Stuff (Mondays), 8 percent; and Pillow Talk (Thursdays), 6 percent. 
Other VTV shows that rated fairly well during the survey perios were the 12th Annual Star 
Awards for Movies (12 percent), Monday Movie Magic (8 percent), Sunday's Big Showdown (9 
percent) and Super Champs (5 percent). 


As | reported in this space, IBC's ratings figures are steadily climbing. They may not threaten 
the two giants now, but its presence may just be too preacarious to ignore. 


IBC-13 now No.2 on primetime TV 


May 20, 1996 (Manila Standard) 

IBC-13 emerged as the second most-watched television network among people of all ages 
during evening primetime (6-10 p.m.) televiewing, according to the latest official TV ratings 
report coverting the week of April 28-May 4. It was also the second most-watched TV network 
during those among males aged 13 years and above as well as among middle-class males and 
females aged 7-29 years. 

The weekly Media Pulse PeopleMeter report, which is commissioned by the Television 
Research Council (TVRC), showed that in the All-People category (male/females of all 

ages), IBC-13 gained a 24 percent share of evening primeitme ratings during April 28-May 

4. ABS-CBN 2 garnered a 38 percent share. Training them were GMA-7 (21 percent), RPN- 

9 and ABC-5 (7 percent) and PTV-4 (3 percent). 

In the Males 13 years and above category, IBC-13 (29 percent) was a close second 

behind ABS-CBN (38 percent) and ahead of GMA-7 (14 percent). In the Board C 
Males/Females 7-29 years old category, IBC-13 (19 percent) again trailed ABS-CBN 2 (37 
percenty) but was slightly ahead of GMA-7 (18 percent). 

"Reaching number two is a milestone for IBC-13 and VTV Primetime. Coming as it does after 
only 11 weeks of VTVprogramming is gratifying because it confirms our belief that there is a 
market out there for our kind of programs," said Carlos A. Velez, chairman of the Cavel Group 
of Companies. 

VTV Primetime, a member of the Cavel Group, purchased 80 percent of IBC-13's primetime 
hours beginning February under a five-year agreement. 

IBC's top-rating programs for April 28-May 4 include Sunday's Big Showdown (Guardian 
Angel, 33 percent share, No.17 among all-people), Hotstuff (27 percent share, No.18, among 
all-people), Monday's Movie Magic (Thief of Baghdad, 18 percent share), Blow by Blow (15 
percent share) and Marlboro Tour '96 (18 percent share). VTV Primetime programming 
includes a mix of movies (Party of Five, Single Guy, Amazing Stories, Rated E) and 


"alternative" local productions (MVTV, Cinema Scoop, Hot Stuff, etc.) aimed primarily at a 
young market. VTV's jewel is the PBA games, which is still the country's top sports program 
and the third highest rating program (Game Two) across all people, garnering a rating of 12 
percent and an audience share of 48 percent. IBC's strong sports programming is backed up by 
shows like Blow by Blow, Extreme Games and specials on tennis, billiards and others. 

IBC's own shows also boosted Channel 13's strong performance with Wednesday animation 
favorites Ghost Fighter(11 percent) and Jiban (9 percent) leading the way.

Wednesday and Friday starting at 6:30 p.m.to compete with flagship news prorgams 

of GMA's 24 Oras and ABS-CBN's TV Patrohhile the provincial games also on Saturday 
nights. It also proposed that 4 hours of two games be held every Sunday starting at 4 p.m. with 
some halftime entertainment portion for guest, and players reach out to more fans and further 
expand gross sales while boosting its own drive to recoup its huge investment. 

Last season, one games were held every Wednesday and Friday while the provincial games on 
Saturday at 6 p.m. and two games also every Sunday, with matches starting at 4 p.m. over the 
ouffit's carrying station Channel 13, more sponsors are now lining up for advertising spots. It 
also airs on AKTV. Excitement is the PBA's new partnership withViva-TV on IBC 13, the 
country's number one entertainment network which is fast gaining recognition as Home of the 
Stars with the dominated TV rating of the giant networks GMA Network and ABS-CBN. While 
the guest peformers from Viva stars during halftime on Sunday.

Manila, Philippines - From ABS-CBN's Kapamilya network and GMA's Kapuso network are 
branding, preparing a war chest to reposition IBC-13 known as the Kapinoy network won as the 
Best TV station in the 2011 Anak TV Seal Awards and 2012 Catholic Mass Media Awards is 
now a strong third in the broadcasting industry as Viva-TV.

Rosario said the shareholders would like to 
take advantage of the network's momentum, having gained more following for its home grown 
programs and Viva Tagalog movies and petition for rehabilitation before the Quezon City 
Regional Trial Court Branch 93 in program operations, engineering and maintenance 
functions with responsible for management, administrative and financial services for the 
employees it is finaly privatized with its claim as the third wheel in local TV landscape. 

IBC-13 as the country's third-biggest network for the Kapinoy network more than tripled its 
audience share, according to Rosario. He said the company needed the new capital to upgrade 
its facilities, adopting a new broadcast technology to upgrade the capacity, reception, 
equipment, signal and provincial operations with among its priorities is the broadcasting 
transmission facilities to strengthen itssignal to a level comparable to that of ABS-CBN 

2 and GMA-7, according to chairman Eric Canoy. IBC's new transmitter through the operation

The PBA board, led by chairman Robert Non, feels the in Philippine TV could cause confusion 
among TV viewers especially with the import-laden tournament now on its crucial stage. 

The PBA board of governors on Thursday rejected Viva-TV's proposal to the league’s television 
broadcast of theCommissioner’s Cup semifinals and finals with IBC has a total of 6 games 
with one game every Wednesdayand Friday at 4:30 p.m. for first game and 7:30 p.m. for second 
game, provincial games on Saturdays at 6 p.m. and two-games on Sundays at 4 p.m., and TV5. 


In explaining its decision, the board, led by chairman Robert Non, said the channels could 
cause confusion among television viewers especially with the import-laden tournament now on 
its crucial stage. 


“Taking into consideration the possible negative impact on our television and live audience with 
respect to the abrupt change in channel and schedule of games, the board decided that the 
airing of PBA and NBA games in IBC-13 under the schedule provided by the league and as 
provided in the television contract shall continue to be forced and in effect,” said the board in a 
statement. 

The league, however, gave its TV partner the option to air the playoff games of 

the Commissioner's Cup both onViva on IBC and TV5, similar to an arrangement the league 
had in 2003 when the games were aired on parallel broadcasts over NBN-4 and IBC-13. 

The proposal to transfer channels during the PBA and NBA playoffs made by Viva-TV in the 
hope of airing the games before an even bigger audience.

affiliates to continue its PBA and NBA franchise. Intercontinental Broadcasting 
Corporation is the largest integrated sequestered media and entertainment company in the 
Philippines. Involved in television and radio broadcasting, as well as the production of television 
programming for domestic and international audiences. Under the agreement of The Kapinoy 
Network and Viva Entertainment, powerful 60-kilowatt transmitter and refurbishing and 
upgrading of network stations in key provincial areas as a prelude to a nationwide link via 
satellite. 

The company’s Very High Frequency (VHF) television network (which consists of its flagship 
station in Metro Manila,Channel 13, 28 other owned and operated television stations, and 
affiliated stations) is the third leading television network in the Philippines.

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC), the government Eric Canoy-led sequestered network 
that operates the flagship station IBC-13, to acquire a stake in the a leading Indonesian 
television station with Korean Bradcasting System (KBS), Munhwa Broadcasting Corporation 
(MBC) and the Southeast Asian-Korean network tvN, paving the way for Channel 13’s bid to go 
regional, the sequestered by the government of PCGG This as IBC president abd chief 
executive officer (CEO) Boots Anson-Roa said they are spending around P10 billion this year 
and next largely to expand the network’s reach nationwide. 


From a current reach of around 85 percent of the national urban areas nationwide, IBC-13 aims 
to cover 95 percent by the middle ofthe year. 


Boots said IBC, MBC, KBS and tvN are still in the initial stages of negotiations parent company 
in the conglomerate Arirang also belongs. Korean Broadcasting System owns the single biggest 
shareholding in Philippine Long Distance Telephone Co. (PLDT), Kapinoy Convergence and 
Globe Telecom, while Lito Ocampo Cruz is managing director and vice-president.

IBC chairman Eric Canoy, IBC CEO and president Boots Anson-Roa and IBC executive vice- 
president Lito Ocampo Cruz sees the Olympiad coverage as a boon to Philippine sports and an 
inspiration for the country’s aspiring athletes. “This is wonderful news for Filipino sports fans.

Sochi 2014 Winter Olympic Games Opening

February 7, 2014

be filled to its capacity of 40,000 spectators with billions more watching around the world, as 
everyone awaits if Russia can truly surpass the grandeur of the Beijing 2008 Olympic 

Games in China. 

The opening ceremony is expected to be a three-hour festival of music and electric lights ending 
with a grand fireworks display. A number of Russian classical music performers will be 
participating in the opening ceremony, along with 17-year-old American singer Danielle 
Bradebery, who will sing the Sochi 2014 theme song My Day. Seventeen-year old Filipino figure 
Michael Christian Martinez will be representing the Philippines in the traditional parade of 
athletes, marking the country’s return to the Olympic Winter Games after 22-year absence. 
Greece, where the Olympic originated, will be entering the stadium first and host nation, Russia, 
will round up the 88 nations of Sochi 2014. 

International Olympic Committee (IOC) President Thomas Bach will be making his first 
Olympic speech while Russian president Vladimir Putin is set to declare the Sochi 2014 
Olympics Winter Games open.

PBA Semifinals on IBC Score High Ratings 


February 7, 2014 


The PBA fever is really heating up as proven by the increased crowd attendance and the 
record-breaking high ratings the games are posting effort on The Kapinoy Network IBC to boost 
the audience ratings. 


In fact, the currently running PLDT Home DSL PBA Philippine Cup Semifinals series between 
the San Mig Super Coffee Mixers and Ginebra San Miguel has reached its viewership peak last 
January 31 when it posted the highest rating for the PBA for a non-Finals game, based on data 
from Kantar Media. 


IBC chairman Eric Canoy said The Kapinoy Network will continue coverage of sports events 
which including the basketball games of the National Basketball Association (NBA) through 
Solar Sports and the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) through Viva Sports, which has 
been boosting Channel 13's ratings with the network’s cable TV, pay-per-view, and digital 
platforms to create a unique and engaging sports hub for Pinoy sports fans. IBC scored high 
ratings when it aired PBA and NBA games live. 


The Gin Kings overwhelmed the Coffee Mixers in Game 2 of the series with a score of 93-64. 
Rookie center Greg Slaughter posted monster numbers of 21 points, 12 rebounds, 1 assist and 
1 block got a record-high 30.5 rating based on a report from TV ratings company Kantar Media. 


With 19,279 fans in attendance at the SMART Araneta Coliseum last January 31, the game at 
its peak averaged about 3.2 million viewers or 36.6%% higher than ABS-CBN and GMA. In TNS 
Philippines, where a critical number of urban viewers are measured, ratings surpassed the two 
other networks with IBC claiming 30.9 TNS versus the 25.1 TNS of ABS-CBN and 10.9 TNS of 
GMA. The recent PBA viewership ratings on IBC-13 mark the highest ever for the league since 
1996 at present. 


The Kapinoy Network also claimed high viewership numbers in Visayas and Mindanao that 
evening. The Kapinoy network garnered 15% audience share versus 58% TNS in the Visayas of 
ABS-CBN and GMA’s 23%. Meanwhile, Mindanano viewers were also tuned in to the game, as 
proven by IBC's 15% audience share against ABS-CBN with 57% and GMA's 22% audience 
share.

IBC 13 capable and ready to the TV coevrage of 
PBA games, says Official 


February 19 ,2014 


Fans complaining about the strong signal of Channel 13 have been sending screen grabs 
reach wih IBC-13 to compare the giant networks. 


WITH the complex TV coverage setup of the PBA games coming under fire from basketball 
fans, league chairman Mon Seguismundo admitted a government-controlled channel IBC-13 is 
a “possible option’ for the league. The Kapinoy Network IBC is capable and willing to the 
television coverage of the PBA and NBA games amid signal and accessibility strong by the 
league's new TV network. 


When the rise of ABS-CBN, GMA, IBC and TV5 are the station for mass entertainment and the 
quality local productions while RPN has upscale appealing to the upper and middle classes and 
the mass audiece. The president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa worked for The Kapinoy Network 
where he became the driving force behind the station's innovative programming catapulted to 
industry leadership. 


“We have to understand that it (going to IBC Channel 13) would entail another arrangement. It’s 
another contract and that will also entail a lot of investment,” Seguismundo told Spin.ph on 
Tuesday and introduced innovative schemes for sponsors by setting up a marketing arm 
Separate from the station of TV spots. IBC went for mass-based programming to catch up with 
ABS-CBN and GMA also began to establish a reputation for creativity and innovation with 
groundbreaking programs. To be one of the top players in the TV industry. With its many hit 
shows and commercial success, it can be said that the same level as Channel 2 and 7. The 
network was set up by the Benedicto Group of Companies in 1975. The 1986 EDSA people 
power revolt that led to the toppling of the Marcos regime, the station was sequestered by the 
PCGG on suspicion that it was part of the alleged ill-gotten wealth of Marcos crony Roberto 
Benedicto.

Many of the broadcast journalists now 
working ABS-CBN Channel 2, GMA Channel 7, IBC Channel 13 and TV5 Channel 5 originally 
worked and honed their skills at IBC-13 and RPN-9. They could hardly be looking for a greener 
pasture. This explains why the editors and reporters now manning the news departments of IBC 
13 and RPN 9 are the new faces. A good number of old hands in the news departments of the 
sequestered networks. 


A top official of the number 3 station IBC who requested that he be named told Spin.ph the 
original time slot the PBA games used to occupy is still open should the league decide to return 
to its old home. 


"We're always open naman to have them back. A top-rated and profitable broadcast network 
IBC has been currently the home of the PBA and NBA through the years, and Irelationship," 

said the IBC official attracts hordes of film-goers and needs reconstruction or re-invention in 

order to survive and catch up. 


IBC Sports and Viva Sports, the league's TV coveror, with its block time agreement with IBC-13 
finding a spot for the league games, owing to the loaded prime-time programming of the 
network. As such, the soft-spoken PBA chair is again appealing for league fans to remain 
patient as the board tries to work hand-in-hand with official TV coveror Viva Sports to come up 
with the best solution in order to the viewing woes of league fans. 


A state of any private television and radio network spells disaster because the government lacks 
the expertise to ensure commercial viability. Think also of the bureaucratic constraints that 
erode the station’s ability to compete in the entertainment and mass media industry. 
Realistically, the government should have IBC-13, along with another sequestered station, 
RPN-9. As people in the know said, the sequestration of IBC 13 toll on the station’s 
programming. That has forced IBC Sports and Viva Sports to tap IBC News Network (INN), 
IBC's sister channel on the UHF band, for the live coverage of the games while the second 
games of 3 double-headers during Wednesday, Friday and Sunday and the 1 game on 
Saturday were also carried simultaneously by IBC. The shift to INN has caused an uproar 
among the league's fans who claim the UHF channel has signal reception in their areas. 


Fans have been demanding for the PBA coverage to a VHF channel as stipulated in the 
contract signed by Viva Sports when it won the league's broadcast rights. Cynics in our midst 
suspect that every administration to part with the two networks because they were useful for 
propaganda purposes, destabilization plots and in waging election campaigns. 


On Tuesday, PBA chairman Mon Segismundo said returning the coverage to IBC 13 "is an 
option." The Kapinoy Network, for its part, said it is willing to the PBA and NBA "with open 
arms." 


"If the (current TV) set-up and the fans like, they can always return to us," said the IBC official. 


The IBC official bared that a block time program is set to come in by January, maintained the 
government-sequestered station can also always the original PBA time slot. 


"Sa ngayon, bakante sa amin yung time slot ng PBA... Pero kung babalik sila, we can ask the 
coming blocktimer to air on a different time slot. We can do that for the fans of sports," added 
the source. 


"Yan naman kami totally nagkalayo. They (IBC Sports and Viva Sports) will always have an 
airtime with us," added the channel 13 official of The Kapinoy Network.

IBC will now air at least seven live PBA games per week and the NBA games aired with 
the addition of a Monday morning games and the second game of a Sunday regular 
season. 


After the highly successful broadcast of the Philippine Cup playoffs, the PBA and NBA, Viva 
Sports and IBC have agreed to make some changes to the ongoing Commissioner's Cup 
schedule beginning today. 


Mondays, Saturdays and Sundays will now be a regular part of the NBA morning schedule and 
special Tuesday playdate scheduled for March 25. The PBA running behind schedule, and 
preparation time a must for the Gilas players, the playdate is an absolute necessity for the 
league to devote to the national cause. 


In addition, IBC will now air the doubleheaders of the PBA games, as opposed to only one 
during the Philippine Cupand early in the Commissioner’s Cup. As a result, The Kapinoy 
Network will now have at least seven live games per week as opposed to only four in the 
original setup. In addition during Wednesday and Friday, Express Balita should be aired at 6:30 
p.m. to 7:30 p.m. after the first game of the PBA are finished and before airing the second game 
of the PBA basketball. 


With the overwhelming response of viewers to IBC broadcast of the Philippine Cup, the network 
has increased the number of PBA games to air only four days a week starting on March 19. 
Meanwhile, the Kapinoy network will broadcast two games live as the primetime games of 

the 2014 PLDT Home TVolution PBA Commissioner’s Cup will air on Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays in the original format will remain the same, on Wednesday and Friday for the first 
game at 4:30 to 6 p.m. and the second game airing live 'via satellite’ at 8 to 9:30 p.m. Fans can 
get more basketball action on the weekend, the provincial games on Saturdays and the first 
game will star at 2:30 p.m. and the second game at 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. along with performances. 
IBC News Network (INN) also carry all the games live.

IBC Sports relaunch this May 3 


May 3, 2014 


Viva Sports recently signed a P600-million blocktime contract with IBC Sports, the country's 
leader in sports production and marketing of the sequestered turned the broadcasting giant 
Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), a deal, which is the companys long-running 
with Jojo Lastimoa, IBC Sports head. 


This is the first time ever as part of IBC Sports, Viva Sports, which covers the Philippine 
Basketball Association for radio and television and Solar Sports cover the National Basketball 
Association, will account for 76 percent of IBC-13's total homegrown programming of The 
Kapinoy Network in both daytime, primetime and late-night. In primetime hours, Viva will control 
about 45 percent of total programming using much of this on sports. 


IBC chairman Eric Canoy disclosed that the P600-million contract has a provision that would 
allow IBC Sports to airing of the PBA from Viva Sports and NBA from Solar. 

Of course, their sports programming line-up is the PBA and NBA basktball games, alongside 
other sporting events such as the MMA fighter ONE FC and boxing mathes (The Main Event), 
thanks to Dong Alejar, the sports programming head of IBC Sports. Also had a good share of 
entertainment shows of The Kapinoy Network Sports to aired on Channel 13. 


Under the agreement between IBC Sports, Viva Sports and Solar Sports, priority will be given to 
the installation of a brand new and powerful 60-kilowatt transmittr and the refurbishing and 
upgrading of netwrk stations in key provincial areas as a prelude to a nationwide like via 
satellite.

The list of PBA’s young stars who have come from the PBADL are Rain or Shine’s Paul Lee, 
Alex Nuyles and Raymund Almazan, San Mig Super Coffee’s Alex Mallari and Allein Maliksi and 
lan Sangalang, Barako Bull’s Jerick Fortuna and RR Garcia, Meralco’s Cliff Hodge, Ginebra’s 
Chris Ellis, Globalport’s Terrence Romeo and Alaska’s Calvin Abueva, Vic Manuel, Raffy Reyes 
and Ryan Buenafe. 


“We have worked hard to find a network that will not only cover the games but also share our 
goals and vision for the league. I'm very grateful to Mr. Sanchez and Mr. Yngson for putting their 
trust and believing that the PBA D-League has lot more to offer than just being a breeding 
ground for players aspiring to make it to the PBA,” Salud said. 


The PBADL is tentatively scheduled to open its fifth season on Oct. 28 with the holding of the 
Aspirants’ Cup while its second Rookie Draft will be held on Sept. 16. 


As this developed, Salud is inviting all companies and corporations interested to participate in 
the PBADL’s Aspirants’ Cup. All interested parties have until July 30 to submit their letters of 
intent. 


With NLEX and Blackwater Sports joining the PBA starting its 40th season, many see a wide 
open race for PBA D-League supremacy, with more exciting and hard-fought games in store for 
basketball fans. 


PBA D-League Has a New (or Old) Partner 


July 4, 2014

The PBA Developmental League will have a new partner to cover their games this upcoming 
season. 


It was announced that the PBA D-League and Asian Television Content Corporation will join 
forces to air the said league’s games on IBC News Network (INN 45), beginning next season. 
The league’s games will be aired on a delayed basis from Tuesday and Thursday 7:30-9:30 
p.m. and Satruday at 1:30-4:30 p.m. 


Last season, the PBA D-League was practically shut out of television coverage. Although 
Sports5, by way of AksyonTV, aired the finals of the two conferences, they were unable to air 
the elimination and playoff matches due to their prior commitments with other sports events. 

A possible broadcast deal with GMA News TV also fell through, mainly because the parent 
network lacked the necessary resources to cover the games. 

The new broadcast agreement will mark the PBA D-League's return to its original coveror. IBC- 
13 previously covered the D-League from 2011-13, as part of the future Viva Sports blocktime 
deal. 


ATC @ IBC started last June, and featured a mix of new and old programs. Among their new 
programs are telenovelas The Two Sides of Ana and La Teniente, and the imported Asian 
dramas like Spy Myung-Wol and Hayate the Combat Butler. On INN 45, documentary 
programs Animalia, Confidential and Stoplight TV. Classic programs such as Retro 

TV, Cooltura and ONE FC are also included. 

The addition of the PBA D-League further establishes ATC as an emerging force in the media 
industry, one that is expected to bolster its current lineup in the future. But it remains to be seen 
if their new investment will result in some revenue for both ATC and IBC-13. Nevertheless, this 
should be a welcome development for the PBA D-League, who needed some exposure for their 
teams and its upcoming players. 


IBC-13 doing fine job covering PBA 


July 5, 2014 


IBC-13 has, from the outset, done a commendable job of covering the games of the Philippine 
Basketball Association (PBA) given some of its limitations of signal and reach which are being 
quickly and effectively addressed. What is significant is that the Kapinoy people have worked 
hard in improving the quality of their production with the introduction of significant innovations 
that have enhanced the pleasure of watching the games on television. One of the latest 
innovations which is certainly original but has served a singular purpose in educating and 
informing the fans about the nuances of interpretation of rules and regulations concerning fouls, 
in relation to calls or non-calls by the referees. 


Although Filipino basketball fans are among the most knowledgeable in the world, quite a few 
do not really know the guiding philosophy behind specific rules when applied to particular game 
situations. 


IBC Channel 13 has taken what we consider a sound step in further strengthening the 
knowledge of our fans which should help them enjoy the unfolding drama on the hardcourt even 
more, by having the PBA’s consultant on technical matters, Perry Martinez, explain particular 
calls or non-calls and the rules that govern the decision-making process of the referees. 


From Day One when we watched Perry respond to questions by the TV panel and interact with 
them, we realized how much it could benefit all of us in understanding the referees decisions 
considering they are often maligned by many of us who don’t understand the underlying 
philosophy behind the calls or non-calls. 


It also made us realize that with Perry Martinez speaking to a wide nationwide audience, the 
referees are on their toes, realizing that they need to make sure they make the right calls or are 
correct when they don't make calls despite the histrionics of coaches and players. 


Perry was in the limelight in Game 1 of the ongoing PBA Governors Cup best-of-five series 
when referee Jimmy Mariano (not to be confused with the lanky, sweet-shooting lefty of our 
national Olympic team years ago) didn’t call a foul in the final play of the game when it seemed 
that Rain Or Shine guard Paul Lee was fouled by San Mig Coffee's Mark Pingris while 
attempting a three point shot. 


The PBA has exonerated referee Jimmy Mariano following a contentious non-call in the dying 
seconds of Game 1 of the San Mig Super Coffee-Rain Or Shine best-of-five Governors Cup 
championship series after technical consultant Perry Martinez told TV analysts that March 
Pingris should have been called for a foul on guard Paul Lee stating “If | were the referee | 
would have called a foul” which would have given Lee three free throws and a chance to tie the 
game. 


Martinez, who has taken on the same role that veteran referee Steve Javie played in the ESPN 
coverage of the recentNBA Finals said that if he was the referee, he would have called a foul 
against Pingris and awarded Paul Lee three free throws. 


The respected basketball official provided the basis for his statement when he explained the 
principle of verticality and used a replay of the incident to illustrate and support his assessment 
that Pingris actually lunged forward in his effort to stop the three-point attempt of Paul Lee. 


In fairness to all concerned the referee had the right to make what is considered a judgment call 
and in his valued judgment, there was no foul. 


After a thorough review of the incident PBA Commissioner Chito Salud issue a statement 
through Media Bureau Chief Willy Marcial in which he said “Upon reiew of the play this Office 
finds it to be a straight-up borderline call that could have gone either way. It was a 50-50 
judgment call.” 


The statement added “It can be debated and second-guessed , but the referee's judgment 
cannot be faulted under the circumstances.” 


A fair and acceptable stance by the Commissioner in effectively exonerating referee Mariano. 


As expected, Rain or Shine officials and die-hard supporters continue to question the 
judgmental non-call. Little do they realize that there was a real possibility that Paul Lee would 


not have converted all three free throw attempts which was needed to send the game into 
overtime with no guarantee that ROS would win. 


To be fair to San Mig Coffee which is chasing a coveted Grand Slam, they came back from a 
17-point deficit and if ROS allowed this to happen then they probably deserved to lose. 


Removed from the emotion and tension of watching the games at courtside and merely 
following the action on television we have the capacity to look at the game in a more balanced 
perspective, especially since our lifelong favorite Ginebra San Miguel is not involved. From what 
we've seen, going back to the semifinals, San Mig’s Tim Cone has coached with more than a 
touch of brilliance. His ability to play to his team’s strengths, to make what others regard as 
questionable substitutions that invariably pay off and to bring out the best in his players both 
individually and collectively have helped make San Mig Coffee as one fan commented on 
Twitter that this is the best team in the country next to Gilas Pilipinas. Frankly, it would be hard 
to disagree no matter what happens in the remainder of the championship series. 


As for IBC Sports and its head, national coach Chot Reyes, they deserve plaudits for their 
various productions and the truly welcome decision to broadcast the games on their FM Radio 
network which saves us from the agony of trying to listen to dzSR Sports radio where the signal 
is erratic and where one or two of the announcers sound punch drunk. 


The TV panel lost a crucial asset when Jason Webb was recruited by SanMig Coffee but they 
do have other solid commentators with anchor Magoo Marjon the torchbearer of intensity and 
unbridled passion and “The Dean” Quinito Henson whose scholarly insights add to the 
enjoyment of the fans. 


Sequestered TV station IBC-13 (now onwed by Viva Entertainment and Asian Television 
Content) will also be showing the local franchise of The Million Second Quiz with Drew Arellano 
as host, Killer Karaoke with the heir of rap Elmo Magalona as host, Born to be a Superstar with 
the young diva princess Anja Aguilar as host and Who Wants to be a Millionaire? with Robi 
Domingo as host. 


Back in the glorious days of '70s and '80s, IBC was the network to watch. May print ad na 
nilabas kanina sa mga entertainment pages ng broadsheets at mukhang ito ang bagong mukha 
ng IBC-13 to be launched this Sunda in IBC and all cable channels.

Starting with the 3 of newest 
primetime seryes are Carita de Angel (6 p.m.), Janella in Wonderland (7:30 p.m.) and Your 
Heart, My Love (9:30 p.m.), IBC is once again introducing new shows that airs daily for 
teleseryes, respectively. 


The television network owned by Eric Canoy is gearing up for competition, lining up new shows 
in its prime-time slots from the bandwagon of fantasy and soap operas to start a totally new 
trend in television. 


“We are breaking the habits of the gabi-gabing kakapanood ng mga series,” IBC COO for 
Entertainment Laurenti Dyogi told members of the entertainment press during the press 
conference of Carita de Angel, Janella in Wonderlandand Your Heart, My Love on Friday night, 
January 17.

IBC turns third player

Just a 4-month after it revamped its programming lineup with new shows, sequestered TV 
station IBC-13 as theKapinoy network is now the No.3 most watched station nationwide, 
according to a survey conducted by the AGB Nielsen Media Research data on National 
Urban Television Audience Measurement for the role of the country's third-biggest network in 
local television. It has financially among the government-owned networks RPN-9 and PTV-4, 
while IBC-13 is better than ABS-CBN, to compete with major TV networks in certain time slots 
as the Philippine TV landscape had been characterized by a strong rivalry 

Sources said that while Viva had an airtime block agreement with IBC-13, management of the 
company that ownsViva Communications, Inc., is now reportedly keen on acquiring the 
sequestered TV outfit. | think the plan now is to acquire IBC-13 to allow Viva Entertainment to 
air as more Viva programs with PBA as given a full program lineup, the source said. 


Acquiring IBC-13 would be to do for Viva Entertainment since they would be spending for the 
improvement of the government station’s facilities, the same source said. 

The head office of the Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC-13) has received reports 
from all its provincial relay stations that irate basketball fans have threatened to allowing their 
facilities for their telecast the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) games and more Viva- 
TV programs, they have helped IBC 13 rise from its financial slump and mediocre ratings. Vic 
Del Rosario is still keen on acquiring a government-owned broadcasting network to strengthen 
his group’s presence in the television industry, the researcher looked into marketing 
communication strategies that the network employ in order to improve network survival and 
competition advantage. 

Rosario, who chairs Viva Entertainment, told reproters that the possible acquisition would 
depend on the government's privatization plan of International Broadcasting 

Corporation of Channel 13, we will now adding more entertainment programs as well as sports 
shows including basketball, boxing and billiards. Under the agreement, Viva Entertainment will 
also finance the the rehabilitation of IBC 13’s transmission and facilities. The Aquino 
administration plans to privatize IBC 13 and RPN to raise more revenues. With the primetime 
block, IBC-13 is now earning a monthly revenue of Php12 million for an average of Php73 
thousand per hour. Its daytime block, meanwhile, is offered at Php25-50 thousand per 

hour. IBC-13 posted last 2011 a net income before tax of Php55.92 Million. In addition, this 
thesis discussed how important TV brand management was for network survival and 
competition advantage, especially in the case of IBC. For IBC, building a stronger presence 
both in the rural and urban areas and creating stronger relationships among the viewers were 
essential to the identified communication concerns, marketing communication strategies for TV, 
TV branding, product life cycle, network survival and competition advantage . 

We have definitely eaten into the audience share, Canoy told Inquirer last Monday thanks to the

The network will continue to challenge industry by presenting new programs while IBC will not 
be sold because its still up for privatization. 

In its last July of airing, IBC-13 captured 23.5 percent of viewership in key cities according to the 
survey on theNielsen Media Research. ABS-CBN placed first at 42.2 percent and GMA 

7 landed the second spot at 37.3 percent. The revealed competition TV5, which placed third at 
20.3 percent. IBC new management is newest chairman Eric Canoy, president and CEO Boots 
Anson-Roa, sales and marketing Tessie Taylor and vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz must be a

The Senate’s decision to allow one more commercial television channel to cover the 
impeachment trial of President Aquino has sparked another bitter corporate war behind rival 
networks ABS-CBN andGMA-7. 

Analysts said that Viva Entertainment’s blocktime agreement with IBC 13 makes sense 
because it could reach a coverage and in prepreration for a possible acquisition of IBC 

13 assets for making big-budget. We beating ABS-CBN 2 and GMA 7 in the same time 

slots. IBC is the No.3 slot in the network with Viva-TV programming, Canoy told Inquirer 
Entertainment. IBC become more aggressive for surging ahead in the ratings. She added that 
things are looking up for the company as non-primetime sales for programs aired before 5 p.m.

CBN net income plummeted to P2.4 billion and GMA Network net income plummeted to P1.72 
billion in the same period and revenue from P12 million ofIBC.

IBC-13 goes TV on its nown terms 


December 22, 2012 


RPN and IBC, heretofore sequestered stations, will not be sold because it's still up for privatized 
and PTV will be converted into what could be the country’s public broadcasting system akin 

to BBC. 

Sequestered TV network IBC-13 won as the Best TV station in the 2012 KBP Golden Dove 
Awards. In her breif acceptance speech, IBC president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa said: this is 
the first time in recent years that the best station award is being given to the two giant networks. 
"Kapinoy po this year"-Boots continued. "This is a victory for the major players." She gave due 
credie to the "men and women behind the success of IBC who has to work harder with 
equipment, resources, manpower and yet have achieved many feats.” It has the government- 
sequestered stations RPN-9 and IBC-13. 

The other major television networks in the Philippines that air commercial shows and primetime 
TV series, the newlBC chairman Eric Canoy said it one years ago when he ventured new 
business territory: IBC is woeking at it. Trying to be the best by challenging conventions and 
daring to the different in its programming to make a difference in the lives of others through its 
advocacies, with several other programs on the network also earning awards in their respective 
categories were sequestered by the Presidential Commission on Good Government 
(PCGG)announcements from the PNoy administration. For a giant networks of ABS- 

CBN and GMA, the local TV's No.3 slot is now ruled by IBC-13, TV5 and Studio 23. 

Channel 13 started broadcasts in 1961 under Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation thru the 
tri-media conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late Andres Soriano. The 
station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission 
named Vinta Color named after the Vintas from Zamboanga, the third network in the 
Philippines to convert to all-color broadcasts. Dick Baldwin was the station's first owner, and 
programming first consisted of mostly foreign programs from CBS, and a few local shows. 

As of February 1, 1975, under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, the 
Philippines was delighted in the birth of a television station that would bring color to the dark 
years of the Martial Law era. Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought 

forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station based on Metro Manila and initially 
beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the archipelago. Through hard work coupled 


with and intrepid business sense, IBC management developed a strategic programming that 
appealed to the mass audience. Thus, IBC 13 set a lot of firsts in the broadcasting industry. 
Become the number 1 television network IBC-13 since from 1977 to 1988 while their studio 
equipment, cameras, lighting and props are useless, dilapidated and very old, cash and budgets 
has controlled employees. 

Years passed after EDSA Revolution, things were never the same again in the 

network. IBC became a government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission 
on Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several management groups to 
oversee the operation of the stations. The network's condition became congruent with the 
government situation, new administrators meant new management. 

Last Friday, IBC, which runs the flagship Channel 13 in Metro Manila will now go back to the 
glory days gathered its friends from the press to celebrate its win and to unveil and revealed its 
new program slate. Network executives were led by vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz who 
keynoted the affair. Ocampo Cruz cited IBC’s escalated efforts to strengthen the network’s 
financial muscle to finance its programming, privatization and expansion plan with the 
administration of president Noynoy Aquino. It was at this point that the network began to decline 
in terms of ratings and revenues. This may tie-up with Viva Entertainment, which is owned by 
Vic Del Rosario, Jr. Viva has a programming contract with IBC-13. 

Since both ABS-CBN and GMA-7 are claiming that they are No.1, Ms. Roa of IBC also said that 
now their aim is to be the No.2 TV station in the country. Viva-TV continues to reign on 
primetime hours from 5:00pm to 12:00mn. 

IBC claims a new program slate described by chairman Eric Canoy as an unrivaled suite of 
children, entertainment and news and public affairs programs whose broad appeal crosses age, 
gender, and socio- economic class. She said the network believes that there are audiences 
looking for true innovatives to formula programs and to formats and that there are markets out 
there with a broad repertoire of tastes and interests and with penchant for original, out-of-the- 
box ideas. This is the audience to whom IBC wants to serve its multi-faceted menu of the 
sequestered company’s board members, a new hope shines the network which pioneered 
various genres in TV production as IBC remains a network with its innovative, creative core 
intact and aggressive. You require people not only on-cam talents but also the backroom, 
writers, directors and cameraman," he said. 

In a joint letter to the Malacanang, the IBC Employees Union (IBC-EU) and IBC Supervisors 
Directors Union (SDU) asked President Benigno Noynoy Aquino III to prioritize the 
privatization of IBC 13 to ensure that the company is managed professionally and members of 
the IBC Board of Directors. Vic del Rosario, a Viva's chairman and CEO, is using the formula 
to boost IBC-13's programming power hopes to turn the bottom performer, said that the station 
still has commercial value despite its contract with Viva Entertainment. 

Boots, during the PNoy administration, when it began gradually paying its debts, and tempering 
the unrest among its labor sector.

IBC opens 2013 year as the number 3 TV network 
in the Philippines 


February 8, 2013 


Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), the Philippines' government-owned 
sequestered radio and television network, traditionally considered an also-ran in Philippine 
television, opened the year 2013 now a strong number 3 on top as more Filipinos across urban 
and rural homes all over the country tuned in to its programs last January, with a total day share 
of 25%, or seven points higher than ABS-CBN's 40% and GMA's 33%, based on data 

from Kantar Media. 

Actress and former Washington diplomat Boots Anson Roa, IBC-13 president and CEO for a 
top honcho and chairman Eric Canoy. The network is still sequestered, and Boots admitted that 
it's still up for privatization. 


The company bought new camera, editing equipment, 15 vehicles that will be used as crew 
cabs and service vehicles, and two electronic news- gathering vans that would allow it to make 
live coverage or reportage. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 1,300 urban and rural homes that represent 60% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while AGB Nielsen reportedly has 1,100 homes 
based solely in urban areas that represent only 30% of the Philippine TV viewing population of 
the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG)will buying the state-owned 
television networks as People's Television (PTV) along with Radio Philippines Network 
(RPN) and Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC) wanted to privatize boost the country’s 
coffers coffers inAquino Administration for president Noynoy Aquino. Boots also revealed that 
the network’s franchise was granted by Congress very recently, after the network had operated 
for more than 43 years. 

During the Aquino administration, the network was then being beset by gigantic deficits, low 
morale and labor unrest gradually paying its debts, and tempering the unrest among its labor 
sector. Under Boots, IBC-13, for the first time, started making gains in viewership. It reached the 
number 3 position among TV networks at some point. 

IBC-13 continued to rule key territories Balance Luzon (all areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila) 
with a total day audience share of 28% vs ABS-CBN's 41% and GMA's 37%; Visayas, with an 
even wider lead of 15% vs ABS-CBN's 47% and GMA's 27%, and in Mindanao with 18% vs 
52% and 22% with the flagship news program Express Balita is a national TV rating with 
36.5% and Ronda Trese with 25.5%. 

IBC-13 also maintained its nationwide primetime supremacy through primetime block Viva- 

TV (5PM-12MN) in January with a 28% audience share, a 10-point lead over ABS-CBN's 44% 
and GMA's 31%. This dominance was mainly driven by IBC-13's two of top caliber drama 
teleseryes, including the number one most-watched program from phenomenal fairy-serye Winx 
Club with 46.3%, phenomenal game show Who Wants to be a Millionaire? has a TV rating of 
39.7% and The Weakest Link with 40.4%, Esperanza with 30.6% and 5 Girls and Daddy with 
a national TV rating of 42.8% also in telenovelas Rosalinda with a national ratings of 45.2% 
along with PBA with our 50.7% during Wednesday to Friday, 34.9% for Saturdays and 48.9% 
for Sunday prime time while weekend shows are Pop Pixie now is number one for 

22.4%, Cyborg Kurochan is a number one in anime got 23.1%, NBA now has the number one 
of 30.4%, My Daughter the Flower with 19.9%, Dear Heart now a number one drama 
anthology with 39.6% and Born to be a Star now a number one in a talent search show with 
35.8%.

70's, 80's and 90's Edit 


Despite the network war between the two dominant players in the Philippine television 
industry, RPN-9 has been to maintain a secure and stable niche in the business. Since its 
inception in 1960, it has been a poineer in broadcasting satellite as well as top-rating and 
trailblazing programming. RPN introduced such first as "accucolor" and 24-hour nonstop 
programming. The first to use the satellite to become a truly national network. RPN has six TV 
stations located in the cities, TV relay and translator stations in Baguio and 12 other population 
centers in the Visayas and Mindanao and 14 radio stations strategically spread out over the 
archipelago. 

As the network who brought us such classic TV shows as John en Marsha, Tell the 

People, Superstar, Marimar, among others. RPN aims to deliver more quality programming 
that is basically pro-people and pro-service. Today, it is the local "home network" of the cream 
of the crop of English language television programs: Ally McBeal, The X-Files, Dharma and 
Greg, The Practice, and NYPD Blue. 

Just recently, three of RPN's primetime shows won four of the highest awards given by a world- 
community organization- the Foreign Press 1999 Golden Globe Awards. Ally McBeal, took 
home the Best Comedy TV Seriesaward and The Practice, garnered the two top awards: Best 
TV Drama Series and Best Actor in a TV Drama Series for Dylan McDermott and Jenna 
Elfman of Dharma and Greg won Best Actress in a TV Comedy Series over Calixta Flockart 
of Ally BcBeal who was also nominated and considered a top contender. Dharma and 

Greg also won Best Comedy Series in last year's US People Choice Awards. One of the 
most consistent nominees and winners, almost every year, is the phenomenal, world hit cult 
series, The X-Files. 


Edgar San Luis, president and general manager, said the network will maintain its present 
programming. 


"Out first priority is to institute much-needed structural changes in the network and make it ready 
and able to meet larger challenges. Also, to give televiewers and advertisers what they rightly 
deserve such as programming and service that is people-oriented and anchored on much 
improved News and Public Affairs program," says San Luis. 


RPN's strength lies in its inventory of programs based on foreign produced primetime 
programming materials which was concepcualized in the 80's. The programming scheme 


proved to be a resounding success which later on become a major marketing play in attracting 
advertisers. 


"While we do not have an aversion to producing our own local programs, realities dictate that we 
may now do so now. Firstly, a one-hour locally produced program will cost much more than a 
one-hour canned show. Secondly, even if we can afford it, we cannot tap the services of 
exsisting top stars and talents as these are mostly under exclusive contracts with the dominant 
channels. Those that are free (from the movie outfits) charge excessively unaffordable talent 
fees that cannot be recovered through TV broadcast," he says. San Luis, who has been in the 
business for 24 years, said his basic plans for the network include protecting, preserving and 
enhancing the interest of the network. He stressed on implementing structural changes within 
the company. 


"Future projects for RPN-9 cannot at present be concreatized. As you know, the government 
plans to privatize the network soon. Therefore, until such time that definitive dates/time in 
relation to this eventuality is set with certainty -- no long term planning for network can be 
honestly made. What is important to us now is to preserve and enhance the value of the 
network so that would-be owners can be asked to pay a just price for it" says San Luis. 

He also added that RPN use add-on media values in luring advertising support. 

San Luis 

"By packaging our anchor programs with other network programs, we will bve ablt to bring 
effective costs down and make us competitive. Add to this the add-on values like creative 
merchandising, brand-bugs, built-into-the-program credits then we have a very diable package. 
The realities dictate that we continue to pursue this line of selling. If you noticed even the 
dominant channel are resorting also to schemes to enhance their selling potentials," says San 
Luis. On its 39th anniversarry, San Luis and the rest who make up RPN-9 brance for greatest 
opportunities that the new millenium will offer. 


LEADING THE WAY Edit 


Radio Philippines Network, Inc. or RPN, as it is more popularly known to millions of listeners 
and viewers of its varied programs celebrates its 39th anniversary as a leader in the Philippine 
Communications industry. 

From its inauspicious beginnings, RPN has grown into a unheralded phenomenon in the 
industry today-six TV stations located in six cities, TV relay and translator stations in Baguio and 
12 other population centers in the Visayas and Mindanao and 14 radio stations strategically 
spread out over the archipelago. 


Viewed from any perspective, such increase in number indicates growth in listenership and 
viewership of a considerable magnitude and scale. That growth can rightfully be attributed to a 
work ethic guided by a fine sense for balance programming, an openness for innovative ideas, 
and a zeal for talent discovery and development. 


On the 39th anniversary of RPN, the corps of men and women whose collective effort has made 
the network what it is today braces for opportunities that the millenium will offer. They stand 
condifently in the dawn of a new ande more competitive age, driven by a commitment for merit 
and exellence. 


RPN: A history Edit 


RPN 9 celebrates its 39th year with a forward-looking leadership and a staff primed for more 
challenging and opportunity-filled times. 

Established under a legislation in 1960, Radio Philippines Network, Inc. became fully 
operational via the launch of its flagship radio station in Manila, dzBl. before long, RPN turned 
into a full network with seven stations in Manila, Baguio, Tuguegarao, Laoag and Dadiangas 
(now General Santos). 

Towards theclose of the decade, the network branched out to television with two stations- 
Channel 2 in Manila andChannel 9 in Baguio. Since then, RPN has been inextricably linked 
with the history of Philippine television. 

Chroniclers of the industry aver with conviction that "Philippine television today is a far-cry from 
the early, struggling years.” It had gone through a metamorphosis from a maligned boobture to 
a principled purveyor of news events and entertainment. A historical account of television in the 
Philippines must include the legislative and technical breakthroughs by borh business sector 
and academe in the 1950's. On June 14, 1950, Congress granted a permit toBolinao 
Electornica Corp. "to construck, maintain and operate... stations in TV in the Philippines.” 
The following year, University of Sto. Tomas conducted experiments with the medium, 

with FEATI Institute of Technology doing its own two years later. While the UST experiment 
used crude methods of wires connected from the camera to a receiving set, the FEATI project 
by students in radio and electronics was more of an actual telecast under the supervision of 
their professor. The FEATI experiment was described by Philippine Press' Leon O. Ty as 
having images which were recognizable, fluid, and almost as big as life. 


Ty could have used the same description for the first telecast which took place in the Philippines 
on Octoebr 23, 1953. This maiden telecast beamed over a 50-mile radius by a 7.5-kilowatt 
transmitter covered an event- a garden party- in the residence of Judge Antioni Quirino in San 
Juan, with his brother then president Elpidio Quirino, as the special guest. The telecast drew 
support from a total of 52 advertisers. 


The decade of the sixties opened with a significant landmark event for RPN. By virtue 

of Republic Act No. 2890passed by the Philippine legislature on June 19, 1960, the company 
was granted a franchise to conduct, establish, maintain and operate radio broadcasting and 
television stations in the Philippines. 

During the succeeding years, radio stations within the RPN family mushroomed in vairous parts 
of the country. 

In 1962, the network branchwed out into television when the original Kanlaon Broadcasting 
System acquired the frequency, as well as the transmitter from ABS-CBN. By 1969, RPN was 
operating Channel 9 in Manila and Channel 12 in Baguio. 

That year was marked by a technical milestone in two important aspects of its operation. 


Equipment from Toshiba enabled Channel 9 to telecast in full colot. Acucolor as its 
color casting capability was named- was considered far superior and more professional 
than the test-quality broadcasts then being run in the country. 

RPN brought in the first Outside Broadcast Color Van (OB Van) in the Philippines, 
making it possible to beam studio-quality broadcasts of news and special events 
coverages from remote areas. 

The seventies opened for RPN with a technological leap. In 1971, it inaugurated in all- 
color TV network with high-powered stations in Baguio, Bicol, Bacolod and Cebu. 

As few household then owned TV sets and there was a perceived need to attract 
viewership, RPN began to produce a variety of local shows which became favorites. 


The outstanding programs included: 


The Nora Anour-Eddie Peregrina show which later spunn off as Superstar. 

Drama series for Hilda Koronel, Rosemarie Sonora, Snooky and Boots Anson-Roa. 
Variety shows for Tirso Cruz Ill, Tina Revilla, Jeanne Young and Sonny Cortez. 
Sitcom shows for screen legend like Leopoldo Salcedo, Mila del Sol, Ric Rodrigo and 
Jamie de la Rosa. 

Musicals like Aawitan Kita and Carmen Soriano Show. 

Changes introduced to TV June Keithley, Jaime Fabregas and Maya Valdez under the 
direction of Peque Gallaga. 

Quiz shows in the genre of Spin-A-Win of Jeanne Young and Tic-Tac-Toe of Buddy 
Juaquin. 

Children's show of Pepe Pimentel's Clubhouse 9 followed by cartoon shows that 
provided RPN with top-rating early evening lead-in-to primetime. 


Programming Trailblazer 


All this buttressed the widespread perception in the industry that RPN was, in the 70's, a 
programming trailblazer. 

In technology, RPN also led the way. It ushered local broadcasting into the satellite age in 
the early 80's. As such, RPN became a truly national network. In the words of a former 


general manager, Atty. Felipe G. Medina, "We were the first to become a truly national 
network by utilizing satellite." 

= Aside from poineering in the technical aspects o the industry, RPN also achieved a 
number of innovations, such as beign the first to: 

= Came out with a "TV newspaper" Newswatch- complete with all the sections of a daily 
newspaper starting in 1970 

= Air such news program and other shows via domestic satellite nationwide 

= Maximize its merchandising of programs to promote its own productions 

= [ntroduce the longest running and consistently rating sitcom John en Marsha, which both 
industry and the academe regard as a paradigm of development communication 

= Cover live via satellite major sporting events, including the Olympics 

= Come out with the Superstar variety show format 

= Use computer graphics in its station break 

= Launch the local animation series, Ang Panday 

= Introduce drastic changed in daytime programming, developing further the noontime slots 
and making the early afternoon and early evening slots porfitable. 

= Make public affairs programs like Tell the People popularly appealing 

= Introduce the first Filipino mini-series Malayo Pa Ang Umaga based on Steven 
Javellana's gripping wartime novel, Without Seeing the Dawn 

= Launch the telenovela genre starting with the spectacular MariMar starring Thalia which 
has rated extremely high with viewers befudding the competition. (1997 RPN 
Anniversary Report)

Good Burger - a sketch that took place at a fast food restaurant. The cashier, Ed played 
by Martin Escudero was portrayed as a clueless who always found a way to mess things 
up. A notable quote from Good Burger, stated by Mart in every episode, was "Welcome to 
Good Burger, home of the good burger, can | take your order?" When not dealing with a 
customer, he would bang on the cash register while singing "I'm a dude, she's a dude, 
he's a dude, 'cause we're all dudes. HEY!" Frequent customers include: Bernie Kibbitz 
(BJ Forbes), Lester Oaks, Construction Worker (Keempee De Leon), and Connie 


Muldoon (Gee-Ann Abrahan). 


Cooking ni Danny and Mardy - A sketch starring Kim Gantioqui and Empoy Marquez. 
Every now and then, When Cooking With Randy and Mandy started, the two greeted 
each other with "Hi, Danny," and "Hi, Mardy." The two played a duo named Randy and 
Mandy, who had their own cooking show on the fictional channel 106B. Every recipe 
concocted by the duo always contained massive amounts of chocolate (for example: 
spaghetti smothered in chocolate syrup). The only reason they had chocolate for every 
recipe is only because they are obsessed with chocolate. In one sketch, Randy gets ina 
hot tub that, instead of water, contains liquid chocolate. 

The Inconvenience Store - Featured two "hoodrats" named Laneesha (Kim Gantioqui) 
and Latanya (Keempee De Leon) who work in a convenience store called Quick & Fast. 
They were loud and had a tendency to be rude to customers, and even verbally berated 
someone who tried to rob the store (AJ Muhlach). Latanya's arch-nemesis was Latasha 
(Meg Imperial). At the end of the sketches, Latanya would say "It's time to get our freak 
on!" and dance to Miami bass music. 

Vital Information - a sketch in which Dennis Padilla ridiculous sayings, usually three in a 
row. 

Bayabas News - Featured Brenda Stone (Alex Gonzaga), a rather obnoxious news 
anchorwoman, and Ray Borealis (AJ Muhlach), a weatherman who was often put into 
dangerous places to report the weather as well as business news, police reports, showbiz 
news and foreign news. 

Channel 3 72 Sports - Featured two sports casters, Jack Suntay (Kim Gantioqui). Neither 
are related to each other. The pair would usually have events at Dullmont Jr. High School 
(i.e., A girl (Cristine Reyes) trying to sit next to the popular kids during lunch, a boy (Martin 
Escudero) trying to finish a test, and a guy (Keempee De Leon) trying to ask a girl (Ella 
Cruz) to dance with him). A reporter named Bo Stallion (Empoy Marquez) and a coach 
(Alex Gonzaga) also appeared in the sketches. 

Lahat ng Free Store - A sketch that took place in a store where everything is free, which is 
a rip-off. However, an item must be brought to the register to be purchased, which 
contradicts the "free items" theme of the store. An example of this is Danny finding a 
watch and after hearing that it's free, walks towards the exit and is accused of shoplifting. 
Also, items are not returnable. 

Know Your Stars - A sketch that gave facts and info about a Viva stars guest. The sketch 
involved a random voice that made a mockery of individual cast members or guest stars 
with embarrassing, wacky, funny, but untrue facts. 

Cab Driver - Starred AJ Muhlach as Zigfried, an incompetent taxi cab driver who would 
pick up various people. He would often sing "OL-LAY", annoy the passengers while 
driving, and call angry drivers "KUMQUAT!". One memorable sketch would be when the 
passengers were Coraleen Waddell and Heart Evangelista reprising their roles. The 


passengers would never get to their destination and would fall out of the cab at the end of 
the sketch. 

= Sugar and Coffee - Featured Buzz (Gerald Pesigan) and Kaffy (Ella Cruz), who were 
hosts of a show called "Sugar and Coffee". As the title suggests, the pair was extremely 
hyperactive, as they constantly ate pure sugar and drank massive amounts of coffee. 
They would force their guests to do the same thing from giant orbs of sugar and coffee 
attached to the ceiling, which usually led to overactivity in the worst way. In the final 
series, they left their usual talk show set, and interrupted proceedings in such places as a 
school or hospital. Their catchphrase was "lower those orbs!" This was the first full-length 
sketch to feature the new cast, and was the most frequently. 

= Cristine Chat - A sketch that featured Cristine Reyes, host of her own late-night show 
"where the chat hits the fan!" Stacy always booked exciting guests, including pro 
skater Paulo Avelino. Unfortunately, the guest would never do anything exciting, and often 
told long, boring stories (in the case of Tony Hawk, he wanted to discuss the joy of 
knitting). During those boring stories, Cristine would do something distracting to the guest, 
interrupting his/her story. When Cristine got tired of the guest, she would scream 
"BORING!" and press a button on her desk. The guest's chair would then eject them, 
sending him or her flying out the window. In one memorable sketch, after Cristine 
launched someone, she went to sit down...unintentionally falling on the floor when trying 
to sit on her chair and causing everyone on set to laugh uncontrollably, including 
Giovonnie herself. 

=  Trashin' Fashion - Starred Nadine Lustre and Shy Carlos as Carlee and Marlee, two girls 
with a "passion for trashin' fashion!" The two would report live from various high school 
related events, such as a dance or a party. Carlee and Marlee would walk around the 
room and mock everyone's clothing choices but their own. AJ would sometimes appear 
as the special "Nerd Correspondent." One notable sketch featured Carlee and Marlee 
making fun of police officers in too-small uniforms!

Former Edit 


= Ask Ashley (until 2011) - a sketch starring Anne Curtis as a pretty girl named Ashley, who 
offered advice from her bedroom on a TV series. She was sweet and friendly until she 
read letters sent in by clueless viewers. After reading a letter, Ashley would go on a 
violent tirade against the letter's author (although in one scene did act normal, but that 
was after she read a letter from a boy who asked why he was being ignored, and Ashley 
does just that after she picks up another letter!). Her characteristic phrase, "Thaaaaat's 
me!" during the sketch became one of the sketch's trademarks. (In later sketches, 


children in the audience could be heard saying it with her.) The first letter that Ashley ever 
read was written by somebody who had no idea how to turn their peanut butter and jam 
sandwich over (her mother put the jelly on the wrong side and Ashley yelled "TURN THE 
STINKING SANDWICH OVER!!!!"). 

Whateverrr! (until 2011) - A sketch starring Cristine Reyes and Yassi Pressman as Gina 
and Jessica. They played a pair of loud, ditzy valley girls who hosted their own television 
show. The duo commonly talked about very materialistic things, such as broken 
fingernails, and their obsession with Dino Imperial. This sketch, like "Cooking With Randy 
And Mandy", aired on channel 106B, and in addition had a set change and theme 
sketches, sometimes with famous people like PBA superstar James Yap. One of the 
sketches was on the 100th episode when Gina threw a surprise birthday party for Jessica 
which she bring out a birthday cake with theXLR8 on it. Gina gave Jessica a 

present Marvin Agustin after he was dragged off the streets from Gina and then wrap him 
up as a present who then escape after Jessica thanking Gina. However, Repairman 
appeared overhearing Jessica, who had just broke her fingernails, and started to wreck 
the whole "Whateverrrr" set which ended with him breaking the camera.

Fighting Family's challenges are designed to test the memory and comprehension skills of its 
contestants for the Viva celebrities. 


Level One: SuperTease Edit 


The contestants/teams begin by playing a series of visual puzzles. There were six puzzles, 
worth 10, 20, 30, 40, 50, and 100 points each (for a maximum of 250 points). Each solution is a 
number that the players need to enter using their keypads. The contestants/teams have 10 
seconds to lock in their answers. The four highest-scoring contestants/teams advance to the 
next round (ties are broken by how quickly the contestants/teams entered their answers, if the 
two teams tied for last place entered their answers at the same time in season 3, a tiebreaker 
puzzle is played instead): all eliminated contestants/teams in this and future levels are sent 
down the "SuperDrain", a slide formed as a human ear containing "ear wax" foam. 


Level Two: Fighting Fart Edit 


During the second round, the four remaining contestants/teams are told a story from a book 
read by the host and are asked questions in turn about the story. Contestants/teams lock in their 
answers by sitting down on a chair. If a contestant/team gets a question wrong, the chair makes 
a farting noise, and the contestant/team is pulled backwards through a paper "tooth" of a large 
face (made to resemble host Bobby) and eliminated from further play. This continues until two 
contestants/teams remain. 


Knockout Round Edit 

In the Knockout round, the two remaining contestants/teams have ten seconds to memorize a 
grid of 16 numbers containing 8 pairs of images from the story. The contestants/teams then take 
turns matching pairs of images from the story. Once either contestant makes a mistake, the 
player who makes the next match wins the game in a sudden-death match. At this point, the 
contestant/team that lost in this round and the 2 eliminated contestants/teams from Level 2 all 
go down the Super Drain. 


Level Three: Brain Trip Edit 


For the bonus round, the contestant must successfully trace out three paths on grids within 90 
seconds. The first path is six squares on a 4x4 grid, the second is eight squares on a 5x5 grid, 
and the third is ten squares on a 6x6 grid; squares are always connected (horizontally, 
vertically, or diagonally). Each square has an actuator in the middle that must be stepped on to 
activate the square. Contestants see each path twice; the clock starts running when the 
contestant first activates a square. After completing a path successfully, the contestant must 
step on an actuator outside the board to stop the clock. Contestants are told immediately when 
they make a mistake; they must return to the start and view the pattern again before being 
allowed to continue; when viewing the pattern after a mistake, the clock continues to run. 
Contestants can win three prizes, one for completing each of the three paths; any prizes they 
win on one stage are safe no matter what happens later. Contestants who fail to complete all 
three boards must go down the Brain Drain, while contestants who succeed are slimed in 
network tradition.

Celebrity episodes Edit 


Two celebrity episodes featuring Viva stars; the latter two clusters featured other Viva stars, 
musical stars and athletes. The celebrities play for a member of the audience selected at 
random, who wins any prizes won by the celebrity during the game, and is slimed with the 
celebrity for a bonus round win, or sent down the Star Drain for a loss. 


Girls vs. Boys Edit 


During the first week of the second season, the audience was divided into two sections, each 
with a group of a different gender. In each episode, male contestants wore green and female 
contestants wore purple. If a male contestant won, male audience members received a green 
Fighting Family t-shirt. If a female contestant won, female audience members received a purple 
t-shirt.

IBC-13 to cover major SEA Games events 


February 15, 2013 


For the first time in the history of the Southeast Asian Games, television coverage of the 23rd 
edition of the biennial conclave will be on a multichannel basis. This developed after 

the Philippine SEA Games Organizing Committee (Philsoc) and the two government-run 
networks PTV-4 and IBC 13 reached an agreement to use the combined strength of the media 
outlets in bringing the competitions to as many local and foreign audiences. 

IBC-13 as the Kapinoy network will now airing its Viva-TV programming on primetime and 
devote huge airtime for its coverage of the 27rd Southeast Asian Games in the Philippines 
continues its commitment to highlight the greatness of Filipino athletes with the most 
comprehensive coverage of the 2013 SouthEast Asian (SEA) Games to be held in the 
Philippines. Over 10,000 athletes will participate in the biennial meet where there will be 30 
sports events with 500 gold medals at stake. 

Under the set-up, PTV-4, according to news anchor Ralph Obina, will be the host of a sports 
broadcaster, and as such, it is required to provide IBC13 as the No.3 station and all foreign 
broadcasters video footages and other coverage requirements that will be distributed to their 
respective networks. 

Although IBC-13 and Viva Sports has deal with the Philippine SEA Games Organizing 
Committee, the Eric Canoy-owned network has been mapping up plans to come up with a 
coverage at par with international standards. 

The most popular events in the country will be covered by Viva-TV on IBC. Among the events 
to be covered by Viva-TV are athletics, boxing, volleyball, badminton, bowling, billiards, 
taekwando, wushu, swimming and basketball should this be included in the SEAG calendar 
from Luzon, Visayas and Mindanao. 

The international broadcast plans, including specifically defined format and the mechanics of 
interconnections, will be presented by PTV sports anchor Snow Badua to foreign broadcast 
station managers during the SEA Gamesbroadcast meeting set. IBC-13 will, likewise, in its 
headquarters on Broadcast City, Capihol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City and PTV-4, house the 
International Broadcast Center in its headquarters on Visayas Ave. in Quezon City. 


"This will be our contribution to the country. We expect this SEA Games to produce new Filipino 
sporting heroes and we want to bring the exploits of our Kapinoy on the TV sets the best way 
we can," said chairman Eric Canoy and president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa 

with Viva chairman and CEO Vic del Rosario, Jr., has been vital to the network's success in 

the Olympic Games and SEA Games broadcasts. Despite the constraints of time and 
budget,PTV and Viva-TV on IBC is confident it can deliver a comprehensive, high-quality 
broadcast. 

Actually, Philsoc is awarding the exclusive TV rights of the games to composed of government- 
owned networks likelBC-13 and PTV-4, as well as the major networks like ABS-CBN and GMA. 
When IBC and Viva Sports serves as the lead host broadcaster of its technical expertise, huge 
personnel and equipment. Also, providing the coverage ofTV5, AksyonTV and AKTV during 
December 2013 for the christmas day. 

The primetime block, Viva-TV on IBC-13 has supported Filipino athletes by airing their 
international matches in line with the ideals of Viva chairman and CEO Vic del Soario, Jr.

At the opening ceremonies with the Philippine 
Nation Anthem for singing Lupang Hinirang before the live guest performances from your 
favorite Viva stars. 

IBC-13 kicks off its full-blown coverage of the games on Viva-TV with the airing of the opening 
ceremonies on April 6, 2012 starting at 2:30 p.m. Before that, the network features primers in 
the run-up to the games. Since we started on April 8, 2013, we have been airing the schedules 
over IBC-13. 


IBC provincial station, including TV-12 lloilo, TV-13 Cebu and TV-13 Davao also comes in with 
a LIVE 15-minute update between 5:00AM - 7:45 AM over Magandang Umaga Ba? with a 
LIVE news update in IBC Headliners from 9:00 AM - 4:00 PM and 6:30 - 11:00 PM.

Viva-TV, an IBC 13 special program totally dedicated to sports, most specially the NBA 
games and PBA games, has sent a 17-man crew to cover events in all venues. 

Filipinos who wish to watch the action will have the chance practically throughout the day 
because Viva-TV is basically a primetime block, whose programs are produced by Viva 
Sports and broadcast on Channel 13. 

Viva-TV has on schedule a complete coverage, aired on a slightly delayed basis, of such sports 
as athletics, boxing, volleyball, badminton, bowling, billiards, taekwando, wushu, swimming and 
basketball from an arrangement with the Philippine hosts on IBC. 

PTV-4, having the most complete facilities of the two, will have the ability to cover most venues, 
including those in the provinces, while IBC-13, which has the strongest link in Metro Manila will 
handle some events in the Metro Manila and nearby provinces will cover those which will by the 
two other networks. 

Although Indonesia has waived TV rights, Channel 13 now making a full coverage as the host 
TV crews will provide. This explains the lean TV team assigned to the SEA Games.

ABS-CBN is also sending a 19-man team and is presenting practically the same format as its 
rival station although on a limited time slot when PTV-4 also sending a 15-man team. Also, 

with TV5, AKTV and AksyonTV this December 2013. 

Filipinos will thus have chance to watch the the SEA Games through Viva-TV or any of the 
carrying stations from giant networks GMA an ABS-CBN. While Viva-TV on IBC will be 
practically the whole day this April 2013.
